HOW PAY-ROLLS WERE STUFFED, 


Just’ before Mayor Swift took his seat and 
a day or two after it was known the Demo- 
cratic machine banner was to be pulled down 
from the City Hall a match was touched to 
the temporary smalipox hospital at Ogden 
avenue.and Forty-fourth place, and the struct- 
ure, which cost the city $42,000, was burned 
to’the ground.- This step was taken in the al- 
leged interest of humanity, but little was 
said of the burning as possible. The building 
was burned under the ordérs ot Health Com. 
missioner Reynolds. 

Ore of the first acts of Mayor Swift the day 


- he took his seat was to send for the pay-rolls 


of the Health Department. Later in the day 
he sent for the Commissioner and had a short 
interview with him. The Mayor at the time 
declined to discuss why he sent for the pay- 
rolls or say anything about the nature of his 
talk with Commissioner Reynolds. He has 
been uncommunicative on the subject ever 
since» The only indication that he had not 
forgotten this feature of the city government 
altogether was an occasional, call from some 
prominent physician, who, it was asserted by 
almost every one except the Mayor, called to 
say a word for the reappointment of Com- 
missioner Reynolds. Mr, Swift seems not to 
have indicated to any of his friends his ideas 
as to who should have this place in his cabi- 
net. He has made nochanges in the office 
and all the Hopkias employés who were there 
when the new Mayor came in are stiil on the 
pay-roll. 
' Some Sensational Discoveries. 

It is learned on good authority Mayor 
Swift has not forgotten the Hea!th Depart- 
ment, and that he is about as well posted as 
to what has taken place there during ‘the last 
eighteen months and is now going on as any 
manintown. Itis learned on, trustworthy 
authority that Mayor Swift’s investigation 
has beon in progress since the day he took 
office, and that he has probably discovered 
the most extravagant corner in the extrava- 
gant Hopkins administration. 

*The smalipox epidemic seems to have been 
a grand opportunity for the “*grafter’’ and 
the haven of refuge for the political barnacle, 
This statement must not be construed to 
niean that every mian associated with the de. 
partment was not what he should be, as some 
of the most honorable and prominent pro- 
fessional men in the city were connected with 
the department during the smallpox epi- 
demic, and the men on the'medical staff now 
are spoken of in the highest terms by the 
medical profession. — 

This fact however was not a barrier to mak- 
ing the department an asylum for ward- 


heelers. It seems to have been beyond Dr. 


Reynolds’ power to contro! the situatiou, and 
it is said he was forced to take such men as 
were assigned him. It was his misfortune to 
have some of the choicest specimens of polit- 
ical heelerism crowded on to him. 


Twice during the year the City Council ap-.- 


propriated $100,000 for the use of .the de- 
partment in checking the smallpox epidemic. 
This $200,000 seems. to have been well dis- 
tributed so far as politicians were concerned, 
and many a man who had never handleda 
vaccine point learned how. The necessity 
for this precaution does not seem to be ques- 
tioned by any one, but the charge is made 
that there was almost criminal extravagance. 
The contract for the temporary hospital, in 
which $42,000 was expended, was let toa 
Bohemian contractor. 


Mystery Where the Money Went. 

The structure was an exceedingly crude af- 
fair, and how’so much money was buried in 
it is a question that many people cannot an- 
swer. The assertion is made the men had to 
be paid double wages to get them to work on 
the shed, but even at this rate it would be 
hard to use so large an amount of money. It 

‘is asserted the building was burned in order 
that the new administration could not investi- 
gate it and compare the structure with the 

. bills. 

Another matter which it is believed Mayor 
Swift is investigating is the burial of the un- 
fortunates who died in the hospital. The law 
provides the bodies of smalipox patients shall 
be buried in a zine-lined coffin. The. charge 
fs boldly made that this was not done, and the 

bills examined in the Controller’s | office 
show that a large number of zinc-lined 
coffins were purchased. For each coffin the 
bills show a zinc-lined box in which the body 
was placed. The box was then inclosed in 
the coffin. It was learned atthe Controller’s 
offi¢e yesterday that the average price of 
coffins was $8.40 to $8.75 and that zinc-lined 
coffins averaged $12.50to $16. All the cof- 
fins and boxes seem to ‘have been furnished 
by P. J. Gavin & Son. The bills examined 
were upproved by Dr.-Reynolds and marked 
correct by J. F. McCarthy, the Secretary of 
the Department. 

Boodle in Vaccine Points. 

During the year 1,200,000 people were 
vaccinated by the department. How many 
vaccine points were used is not known, but it 
is charged the full retail price was paid for 
these points when they could just as well have 
been purchased at wholesale prices. It was 
said yesterday they cost eight cents apiece. 
Not counting the extra points and those lost 
or destroyed there were 1,200,000 points. 
These would foot up $96,000. It is alleged 
that some of the “grafters”’ in the depart- 
ment managed to get possession of vaccine 
points and did a thriving business selling 
them at reduced prices. 

Another matter that has been unearthed is 
house 
bureau. It is asserted there were men in 
this bureau who were in league with certain 
scavenger contractors. A man representing 
himself to be an inspector would visit a 
number of houses in sections where 
the water pipes have 
tended and notify 
they must have their vaults cleaned out. An 
hour or so later another man would call 
soliciting contracts, and the pay for the work 
was divided among the scavenger and the 
men who did the preliminary work. It is said 
certain men in the department made as much 


| asidewalk. The building was not plastered 
and had no plumbing above the ground floor. 
Thore was neither gas nor heat in the build- 
ing. It was burned by order of Dr. Reynolds 
about a week before Swift was sworn in. 
Without doubt it was burned to hide the will- 
ful waste of money from the new admin- 
istration. The ambulances used to take 
smallpox patients to the pesthouse are old 
and rotten. The drivers were drunk a large 
Dart of the time during the winter, and I re- 
call at least three cases in which the ambu- 
lance was upset!and the patient thrown into the 
street because the drivers were too drunk to 
manage the horses. The law requires all persons 
who have died of smalipox to be buried in 
zinc-lined coffins. The records will show the 
city has always paid for such, but those sup 
plied the pesthouse were nothing but cheap 
pine boxes. Even after complaints were 
made, and this was not until the pine boxes 


coffins furnished the pesthouse leaked. The 
coffins were piled three or four in a wagon 
and driven through the crowded streets to the 
cemetery. 

‘Is it any wonder smalipox was epidemic 
under Hopkins? There are now about fifty 
cases of a very virulent type at the pest- 
house and they are coming in at the rate of 
two or three a day. There have been twenty- 
eight cases su far during May. When a. case 
is discovered the patient is taken to the pes*- 
house, but n> efforts are made to check the 
spread of contagion. The present hotbeds 
of the disease are: West North avenue, Mil- 
waukee avenue, Noble street, West Twelfth 
street, and among the Halsted street tene- 
ments. 


HOW THE PAY-ROLLS WERE STUFFED. 


Methods of Robbing .the City Under the 
Hopkins Administration, 

Pay-roll stuffing was so easy under the 
Hopkins administralion that it invited 
perjury and the use dead men’s names to 
milk the Treasury. As appears from Com- 
missioner Kent's investigation no one ques- 
-tioned the right of a foreman to employ as 
many men as he chose. No one questioned 
his affidavit and his pay-roll was certified 
to as a matter of course. He was appointed 
to get votes in his ward at the expense of 
the city. That was his function in the Hop- 
kins administration, and the pay-rolls were 
his perquisites. Other officials had their 
understood sources of income. The foremen 
had theirs. 

In order to make it easy for the foremen 
the most generous system of payment was 
adopted and practically no restrictions were 
offered. It would have been as easy for 
Commissioner McCarthy as it has been for 
Commissioner Kent to find all manner of ir- 
regularities, but there is nothing of record 
to show that he stopped to question the sur- 
prising array of duplicate names. All the 
evidence tends to prove that foremen were 
net to be questioned as to their methods. 

Making up a pay-roll under the Hopkins 
régime and collecting the money on it de- 
velops to have been an extremely simple 
matter. 

The method of paying laborers under the 
last administration was generally as fol- 
lows. The foremen made up their pay-rolls 
every two weeks. Each foreman sent tothe 
Superintendent of the bureau under whom 
he was employed the names of the laborers 
in his gang, together with the alleged num- 
ber of days each man worked and his wages 
per day. Some foremen had time-kKeepers 
with them and others did not. . The list of 
names was entered in the bureau office by 
clerks there, and by them a pay-roll was 
made out. After this was done, the foreman 
made affidavit to its correctness, and the 
Superintendent of the bureau “O K’d” It. 
Then the Commissioner of .Public Works 
added his approval and the pay-rolH went to 
the Controller. The Controller knew noth- 
ing as to the correctness of the statements. 
He approved the pay-rolls and in most in- 
stances sent them to the City Treasurer. 
This official counted out the cash, and, load- 
ing it into a city pay-wagon, sent the pay- 
rolls and money out for distribution to the 
laborers. ; The men in the pay-wagon had no 
right to ask questions. If a laborer said his 
namne was P. Murphy and P. Murphy was on 
the pay-roll, the cash was handed out. 

Here is where the foremen got in their 
work. They had several ways of doing it. 

One foreman stuffed his pay-rolls with the 
names of live men. Wards like the Nine- 
teenth and Twenty-ninth are full of men 
who follow the instructions of political 
bosses, and a foreman is one of these. He 
had these men present themeslves on the day 
the pay .wagon was due and call for the en- 
velopes credited to their names. Then the 
foreman gave a portion of the pay to the 
men who performed the service for him. 
The transaction was p” ofitable for each. 

Another method, and much more simple, 
was for the foreman to say when one of the 
fictitious names was called off that the man 
was sick or had been sent somewhere, and 

en the foreman took the envelope himself 

rith the statement that he would deliver it. 
As there was no one to deliver it to he kept 
it himself and used it as he might see fit. In 
this way names of dead men were used with 
impunity. 

Commissioner Kent continued his investi- 
gations yesterday, with the usual result of 
discrepancies. Three hundred laborers 
crowded the rooms and corridors making af- 
fidavits and drawing their pay. Gossip was 
thick enough as to what was going to hap- 
pen. Six foremen were to be sent for and 
asked to explain. This will probably be 
done. Another story was to the effect that 
the testimony would be laid before the grand 
jury. This was merely a guess. No such 
course has been determined upon,

Rapid Rise from Obscurity to Prominence

HE DEFIES THE COURT 


GOV. EVANS OF S0UTH CAROLINA 
FLOUTS FEDERAL AUTHORITY. 


In an Address to the People on the Dis- 
pensary and Requisition Decision He 
Almost Becomes Treasonable in His 
Declarations=Bitter Appeal to Racial, 
Sectional, and State-Rights Feelings= 
Odium Heaped on the Judges—Citizens 
Asked to Disregard the Ruling. 

Columbia, S, C., May 14.—Gov. Evans has 
issued a long address to citizens of South 

Carolina in which he deals harshly with the 

recent decisions in the dispensary and regis- 

tration cases. He says: ‘*The people of 

South Carolina have always been law-abid- 

ing and respect the Constitution and 

the courts of the United States. But when 
the Judges of those cburts wantonly invade 


and trample under foot the recognized righte 
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been in service long enough to escape exam- 
ination under Hopkins’ reform commission. 

How they managed to obtain promotion 
over the heads of Sergeants and patrolmen 
who had won recognition and were more en- 
titled to advancement is a question that has 
never ceased to worry the minds and puzzle 
the brains of more than one hard thinking 
peace preserver. It is also one of the depart- 
ment problems in which Supt. Badenoch 
and Assistant Chief Ross are understood to 
be somewhat interested. 

Lieut. Howe got his appointment as 
patrolman Jan. 9, 1890. One year later he 
was made Desk Sergeant and Jan. 14, 1894, 
under Hopkins’ administration, the position 
of Patro! Sergeant was conferred upon him. 
This, however, was not exactly to Mr. Howe’s 
liking. It did not suit his soaring amDition. 
Within six months he had secured an appoint- 
ment as Lieutenant and at his own request 
was placed in charge of the Warren Avenue 
Station. 

¢ In Close Touch, . 

In the meantime Luke Colleran and John 
Ptacek were climbing up the scale with Howe. 
Ptacek was just a little ahead of the’ other 
two. He gota Lieutenancy under Harrison 
in 1893. Howe and Colleran struck that 
‘rank together. Colleran is a brother-in-law 
of ex-Chief Brennan. This in part accounts 
for his rapid rise.. He has command at the 
Twenty-fourth Precinct, West Thirteenth 
street and Oakley avenue, while Ptacek has 
charge of the Twenty-third Precinct, Hinman 
and Paulina streets. It will be seen, there 
fore, that the three officers have been in close 
touch with one another. 

The fact that they seem to have had so 
much in common first drew attention to them 
and occasioned comment in both police and 
political circles. Howe waa especially promi- 
nent doubtless because of the fact that he 
figures as the leader of the trio. There was 
a good deal of talk about him during the 
campaign last fail—how he was neglecting 
his duties at the instance of John P. Hop- 
kins and the Democratic machine to look 
after the criminal and saloon elements over 
in his district and line them up for the Demo. 
cratic ticket. It was also charged he had 
Democratic members of the force in his detail 
around in citizens’ clothes electioneering, 
while on the other hand, a Republican police- 
man dared not open his mouth for fear of 
arousing the Lieutenant’s wrath. Instances 
were reported where he humilated and pun- 
ished patrolmen by transferring them to iso- 
lated beats for giving expression to their 
political convictions. 


That “ Literary” Society. 


At that time also the so-called 
men’s Social and Literary club”’ 
in evidence as a Democratic ally. Howe got 
the credit of' manipulating it in the 
interest of the City Hall gang. Howe, 
Colleran, and fPtacek were the  pro- 
moters and organizers of this club, 
Just after the election there was a big row in 
the organization over money matters, When 
the campaign opened there was supposed to 
be in the neighborhood of $3,000 in the 
Treasury. Between 300 ande400 mem burs had 
been taken in and each paid $5 initiation, and 
during tlic summer the club gave @picnic, from 
which something like $1,500 was realized. 
After the election club affairs assumed a new 
phase. The element that entertained sus- 
‘picions of ‘fine work” got inquisitive re- 
garding the disposition of funds. It was said 
the $3,000 had nearly all disappeared, and 
there was nothing to show what became of it. 
Howe and his associates, Colleran and Ptacek, 
were hauled up and dragged over the coals. 
They were also deposed and a new set of of.- 
ficers was elected. 


Beer in a Patrol Wagon. 


There is still another interesting little story 
concerning these three which shows how they 
have used their positions to their own person- 
al advantage. Last year each was made the 
recipient of a handsome present, coming, as 
supposed, from the citizens in their respective 
districts. Howe and Ptacek received goid 
stars set. with diamonds, while Colleran came 
in fora handsome gold watch and chain. 
Howe was the first to be favored, and ; it is 
said the night he got his present the patrol 
wagon was kept busier three times over haul- 
ing beer to the station than it was bringing in 
prisoners.

WTren he 
ventured out he went to the policeman on 
the beat and told him to give the alarm, but 
the policeman said he did not think any one 
need worry, because you could not throw a 
stone in Third avenue without hitting a 
lunatic or two.

MEMENTOS OF A PATRIOT HAWAIIAN, 


Pictures and Letters Left by the Late H. 
- A. P. Carter Are Discovered, 

Washington, D. C., May 14.—[Special, ]— 
Workmen today uncovered a sad reminder of 
the late Hawaiian Commissioner Carter, 
whose blood was the first shed in the recent 
uprising at Honolulu. They were engaged in 
cleaning up the apartments formerly occupied 
by Minister Thurston, and down in the base. 
ment of the legation residence found a num- 
ber of packing cases that had been left un- 
opened because they were not marked with 
the name of any one. Inasmuch as it was 
thought unlikely that Minister Thurston 
would. return to the United States as the 
diplomatic representative of his government, 
it was determined to send all his personal ef- 
fects to him at Honolulu. Mrs, Thurston 
superintended the work, and when the un- 
marked packing cases were reached it was de- 
cided to open them and see what they con- 
taided. Out of the first one opened there fell 
a package of letters belonging to the young 
patriot, Carter, who’ gave his life for his 
country. Further examination brought out 
two splendid paintinga, one being a portrait 
of King Kalakaua and the other of the Queen 
consort of that well-known Hawaiian mon- 
arch. Upon inquiry it was learned these 
pictures had been the property of the Ha- 
waiian legation when H. A. P. Carter wus the 
Minister to this country, and he had left them 
to his son to be placed on the walls of the 
embassy in Washington whenever a favore- 
ble opportunity was presented. There were 
directions given as to their disposition in the 
handwriting of the younger Carter, and in 
deference to his wishes the pictures are now 
conspicuously placed in the legation offices 
in this city. Just above the portraits of the 
former King and Queen of the Sandwich Isl- 
ands is a magnificent silk Hawaiian flag about 
the same size as “Old Glory ” which is so 
conspicuous on the government buildings 
forts, and arsenals throughout the United 
States.

With a Mephist- 
ophelean grin on his wrinkied face, hu nodded 
assent tothe most infamous document ever 
emanating from a court in equity, while the 
black audience exclaimed: ‘A Daniel has 
come to judgment, yea, a Daniel.’”’

Carnegie Steel Company Voluntarily Kaises 
the Wages of Its Employes. 

Pittsburg, Pa., May 14.—The Board of 
Managers of the Garnegie Steel company 
decided tonight to advance the wages of its 
25,000 men 10 per cent, the raise to take ef- 
fect June l. The notices which will be posted 
in all the mills tomorrow morning read as 
follows: 

‘* Notwithstanding the existing contracts 
between the Carnegie Steel company and its 
employés fixing the rate of wages for 1805 
this association has decided that the present 
business outlook will justify higher rates 
and accordingly takes pleasure in notifying 
its employés at the Edgar Thomson fur- 
naces, .Edgar Thomson steel works, Du- 
quesne steel works, Lucy furnaces, Key- 
stone bridge works, Upper Union mills, Low- 
er Union mills, and Beaver Falls mills that 
from June 1, 1805, and until further notice 
the scale rates paid to all tonnage, day, and 
turn.men will be increased 10 per cent; this 
without prejudice to the 1895 wages con- 
tracts still in force. 

“* By order of the Board of Managers, 

*H. C. Frick, Chairman.” 

This action is entirely opposed to what 
members of the board gave out after Satur- 
day's meeting on the demand for an increase 
made by the furnacemen at .the Edgar 
‘Thomagon furnace. It is asserted, however, 
that Mr. Frick cabled to Andrew Carnegie 
in England and that the increase was first 
suggested by Mr. Carnegie. 

It is not known what effect this will have 
on the fight of the Amalgamated Association 
in other mills. Outside mafhufacturers say 
that in many instances the Carnegie scale is 
') per cent lower than the Amalgamated 
scale, but this cannot be determined accu- 
rately by reason of the fact that the improved 
machinery of the Carnegie company’s mills 
gives the men much greater earning power | 
than inother mills. This is the first advance 
since the reductions of 1892.

STATE OF CROPS IN MICHIGAN. 


Season Greatly in Advance of the Average 
: «Effect of the Frost. 
Lansing, Mich., May 14.—[Special.]—The 
following is the summary of the weekly crop 
bulletin issued by the Michigan bureau to- 


night: 

The last week has-.averaged very warm and 
equaled ithe normal temperature of the middle 
of June. The maximum temperatures during 
the early part of the week ranged in thevicinity 
of 90 degrees and were accompanied by high hu- 
midities. Following immediately upon a period 
of warm westher and accompanied by refreshing 
showers this week has marked a very rapid ad- 
vance in ali germination and vegetation. In the 
Upper Peninsula the season is a month in 
advance of the average, and in_ other 
parts of the State at least two weeks. The rains 
of the last week have been especially beneficial 
to winter wheat, grass, rye, meadows, and past- 
ures. Farm work has been rapidly pushed in all 
parts of the State. Potato planting has been 
general and in the southern part of the State are 
already coming up and are looking well. Corn 
planting is general as far north oa e straits 
and in the southern part of the State is coming 
up and looking well. As far as can be learned at 
the present writing frosts of Saturday night did 
only slight damage except on the high ground of 
the central part of the lower peninsula, where 
fruits,corn, and garden truck were nipped consid- 
erably.and damage is also reported from the Up- 

er Peninsula, where cherries, plums, and straw- 
rries were killed in biessom. 

Detroit, Mich., May 14.—{Special.]—The 
fruit crop of Michigan according to reports 
received here tonight appears to have sur- 
vived the cold wave, although some fears are 
expressed that tonight’s expected frost will 
damage the buds. ‘hesnow which fell all 
last night in the peach district served as a 
protection for the tender blossoms. Along 
the lower shore of Lake Michigan the weather 
is reported warmer, but from Holland north 
the mercury is still hovering dangerously near 
the freezing point. Beside the garden truck, 
which has been killed outright, strawberries 
seem to have suffered the worst. Estimates 
now place the State crop at less than half the 
usual yleld, a direct lossto growers ot close

Brazil—A heavy frost visited this county last 
night, doing incalculable damage to farm and 
garden produce. The grape crop is said to be a 
total loss. 

Crown Point—A killing frost prevailed all over 
this section of Lake County last night, ruining 
the fruit, early vegetahles, etc. 

Elkhart—Corn throughout this country will 
have to be replanted and the early fruits are 
killed. Wheat bas also been severely nipped. 

Frankfort—The frost and freeze last night did 
great ame to the corn and fruit in this local- 
ity, especially to the corn in the low lands. 

Jeffersonville—Vegetables suffered greatly and 
the early grape crop, small fruits, and apples 
were probably all destroyed in this vicinity by 
tne severe cold snap last night. Much ice was 
formed, The streets and roads are strewn with 
trees blown down by a regular mid-winter gale. 
The devastation catnsed in this «section by the 
army worin, cutworm, tree lice, and other in- 
sects is very heavy and has not been as usual 
greatly exaggerated. The strangest part of it is 
that hardly a’growing thing of any kind has been 
spared. 

Shelburn—The frost last night played havoe 
with wheat, corn, fruit, potatoes, garden vegeta- 
bles, and grapes in this sectuon. he thermome- 
ter went 3’ below freezing point. Ice formed. 

Terre Haute—There was a heavy frost this 
morning and thin ice formed in this part of the 
Wabash Valley. Gardeners and farmers say 
thousands of dollars’ damage bas been done to 
fruit and vegetabies, but others believe the loss 
wil! not be so heavy as the first reports indicate. 

Vincennes—It is feared the fruit crop and the 
wheat have been killed by the freeze last night. 

‘here were both ice and frost. The farmers and 
fruit-growers are greatly alarmed. 


WISCONSIN WEATHER BULLETIN. 


Late Advices Say the Damage Was Not as 
‘ Great as Expected, 

Miiwaukee, Wis., May 14.—Lute advices 
indicate that while there has been some dam- 
age done to fruit and vegetables in the south- 
ern portion of the Stato by the frost itis not 
as great as expected, the high winds and 
cloudy weather warding off frost in many 
portions. Taking,all things into considera- 
tion, with the prospeet of ‘a return of the 
warm weather tomorrow, the outlook is stil! 
decidedly favorable fora bountiful harvest. 
The weather crop bulletin, issued from the 
Milwaukee Weather Bureau today, says: 

In the extreme northern counties the ground 
froze and ice formed about half an inch thick. 
The damage has been considerable in ail sec- 
tions, but the injury to fruit and grain is greatest 
in the central and northerp porauons. Grapes and 
applies are reported killed. Small fruit is greatly 
damaged in the southern part of the State, while 
in the northern portion it is very generaily 
killed. Vegetables in many sections 
of the State have been killed and 
gardens will have to be replanted. Corn, 
where up, has been nipped by frost. The dam- 
age done to growing crops is mostly from down- 
pours of rain, which. were quite local. As the 
season isfrom ten to fifteen days (some say a 
month) in advance of former yeas® tnere is yet 
room for all crops to recuperate from the present 
setback. Oats and wheat are doing nicely and 
rye looks well. The soil is in fine condition for 
corn and a large acreage is being putin. Grass 
never iooked better at this season, and the pros- 
pect for a good hay crop is excellent. 


IOWA NOT 8O BADLY AFFECTED, 


Damage Monday Night Not as Widespread 
as Previously, 

lowa doesn’t seem to have suffered as much 

from Monday night’s chilling atmosphere as 

the night before, The following places re- 


port injury: 

_ Clinton—A frost Pisited this section this morn- 
ing which cut corn, potatoes, and garden truck 
to the ground. Vineyards look as if a fire had 
swept through them and the crop is a total loss. 
The mercury dropped to twenty-six. 

_ Davenport--The damage from last night's frost 
in this section will amount to thousands of dol- 
lars. All grain and vegetation at all susceptible 
to a freeze was kilied to the ground. Ali new 
growth on grape vines hanging fuil of smail 
ciusters of fruit was totally destroyed. 


CONDITIONS IN OTHER STATES, 


Extent of the Frosts and the Effect Upon 
Crops. 

Reports as to the condition of crops through- 
out the country were nade by the directors of 
the different State weather services as follows: 
_ Indiana—Frost probably Monday night caused 
injucy in localities, especiaily in northern por- 
tion. Very warm weather prevailed and local 
rains fell several days; crops advanced only 
siowly, corn coming up nicely ; cut worms numer- 
ous and doing much damage. 

Wisconsin —Favorable conditions during first 
half of week caused rapid growth and put farm 
work two weeksin advance of the average sea- 
son; heavy frost Saturday, Sunday, and Monday 
nights killed fruits and vegetables in northern 
portions and injured them severely in central 
portions; damage to corn and grain com para- 
tiveiy light; corn not generally up; injury to 
strawberries moderate. 

Minnesota—Unseasonably warin until Friday, 
afterwards much cooler, with sharp frost cutting 
corh, potatoes, and garden truck to the ground: 
fruit aiso considerably damaged ; small grain un- 
injured ond o a rornvle for stooling ; 
season sufficiently early to replant tender ie- 
thee Killed. ) varie 

lowa—First half week extremely warm, last 
half unseasonably cold, with severe frost. Gar- 
den truck, potatoes, grapes, and berries badly in- 
mg but small grain not materia!ly hurt. How 
low places was cut, but will recover. 
ansas—Warm, with little rain,.except in 
eastern counties. Corn doing well, but wheat, 
oats, flax, and fruit affected by drought. Frost

VETOES THREE BILLS. 


ALTGELD DISAPPROVES OF MILLER 
AND ORAWFORD MEASURES. 


They Are Known as the Gas Frontage and 
Street and Elevated Railroad Legisla- 
tioneGovernor Sends Message to House 
and Senate Giving His Objections to 
Their Enactment Into Laws=He Makes 
Enemies Among the Members by His 


Action, 

Springfield, Ill., May 14.—[Special. ]— 
Gov. Altgeld has vetoed House bill No.. 618 
and Senate bills Nos, 137 and 138. In so do- 
ing he wrote an exceedingly caustic message 
which he handed in to the House and Senate 
this morning. Senate bills 137 and 138 
reached the Governor less than ten days ago. 
Hovee bill 618 came to him a few days later. 
With one or two exceptions the members of 
the Legislature all left here last Friday night. 
The men who remained represent Sangamon 
County in this General Assembly. Up to last 
Friday night the Governor gave no indication 
as to what his actions on these bills would be. 

Some time between Saturday and last night 
the Governor let some people into his con- 
fidence, and the result was the iact of the 
veto was in @verybody’s mouth early this 
morning. ‘There were three sleeping car 
loads of statesmen, official and otherwise, on 
the midnight train last night, and the word 
that the Governor was going to veto the bills 
was sent alorg the line from berth to berth 
before the cars had been on the side track 
half an hour. Two Chicago men were in the 
wash room of one of the sleepers, and one 
said to the other: 

‘Nos. 618, 137, and 138 are dead ones. 
The Governer is going to shoot them this 


morning.” , 

‘*So I heard a little while ago,’’ remarked 
the other. ' 

‘‘What will we do with them?’ 

**Guess we will have to shoot :’em over 
his head.” : 

It really did seem as if everybody in Spring- 
field who took any interest in legislative mat- 
ters knew that the veto was coming an hour 
before the Legislature convened. Even the 
pages around tne House and Senate were talk- 
ing about it. Some of the members were 
thoroughly conversant with the points the 
Governor suggested as reasons why he with. 
held Executive approval, and the result was 
that there was no news in the message when it 
came. 

About 10:20 o’clock the Governor’s pri- 
vato ‘secretary appeared at the door of the 
House. His presence was officially an- 
nounced by Doorkeeper Harlan. Everybody 
knew what he had, and a half dozen members 
set up a cheer. 

Klein of Pike and Kitzmiller and Jonathan 
Merriam and Col. Bryan and Ross Graharn of 
White, with a number of others, applauded 
lustily. The message was read and the ques- 
tion, ** whether the bill, No. 618, should be- 
come a law, the Governor’s objections to the 
contrary notwithstanding,.’’ was made a spe- 
cial order for Thursday morning. The pro- 
ceedings in the Senate were no more interest- 
ing than those in the House. Under the law 
a vetoed measure goes first to the branch of 
the Legislature in which it originated. The 
frontage bill, No. 618, therefore tmust first be 
acted on by the House and the elevated and 
street railroad bitls by the Senate. 

May Go Over His Veto. 

As the day wore on it became more and 
more apparent that an effort will be made to 
pass these bills over the Governor's veto. The 
surface afforded indications that left nodoubt 
as to what was going on. The men who have 
the most to say about legislation were ob- 
served to be exceedingly busy among the 
members. The Houseand Senate were looked 
over with a view of ascertaining the absent- 
ees. During the afternoon a number of mes- 
sages were sent out calling in the wandering 
sheep. Senator Crawford went over to the 
State House, where he got a copy of the veto 
message, and examined it closely with a view 
of detending his bills when they come up on 
special order tomorrow morning. The work 
of counting noses is still going on, and both 
bills will be brought to a vote on the floors 
of the House and Senate witha view of get- 
ting, if possible, 102 affirmative votes in the 


-House and thirty-four in the Senate, thus 


sending them over the Governor’s veto, This 
is by no means an easy task, 

The Governor’s message is exceedingly 
plain and blunt. Like ali his official State 
papers, which up to date have been confined 
almost exclusively to pardons and interviews, 
he uses bitter language and is inclined toany- 
thing but diplomacy. Someof the expres- 
sions in his message are regarded as personal 
reflections by anumber of men who have 
either actively supported these bills on- the 
one hand or voted for them on the other. The 
result of all of which is the reiations between 
the Chief -Executive and a majority of the 
members of the General Assembiy are a trifle 
strained. . 

The Crawford ‘bdilis got about 85 of 89. 
votes in the House, and possibly 30 1n thie 
Senate. The frontage Dill slid through the 
House with 110 or 111 votes, and. about 40 
in the Senate. Some of the men who voted 
for these measures are exceedingly angry and 
occasionaily threats are heard that the Gov- 
ernor’s action will not materially assist the 
enactment of certain bits of legislation now 
on the calendar. There isa bill concerning 
the arbitration of mooted questions between 
employer and employé by a Board of Arbi- 
tration to beappointed by the Governor, It 
has passed the House and is on second read- 
ing in the Senate, It has fewer frierds today 
than it bad last Friday. 

Old Law of Retaliation, 


Tucked away in the» House Committee on 
Parks and Boulevards is a Senate bill, origin- 
ally introduced by John Humphrey, concern- 
ing additions to*Lincoln Park and ullowing 
the condemnation of real estate and riparian 
rights, etc. Chairman Schubert is holding 
the bill now. Chairman Schubert weighs close 
on to 300 pownds, and asa “holder down ” 
he is a world-beater. This bill has not; as 
good a chance of becoming a law as it had a 
week ago. 

House bill No. 363 is on the question of 
child labor and makes an appropriation of 
$20,000, or something like that, for the 
maintenance of the bureau of inspection to 
prevent child labor. It is not in as much de- 
mand as it was Friday of last week. 

It is the old law of retaliation which dates 
back to the time of the Medes and the Per- 
sians, according to the scriptures, with an eye 
foran eye andatooth foratooth, In these 
degenerate titnes it goes something hike this: 
nf it fortat. Ki my dog, Til kill your 
cat. 

The proceedings would have been much 
funnier had the Governor kept his own coun- 
sel and to.d no one what he intended to do. 
Everybody would have been waiting for his 
actions then.and he would have been the most 
observed of all observers until these bills 
were acted on in some way arother. For 
once he overshot the mark in giving out in 
advance his ideas as to the legislation in ques- 
tion. In so doing he destroyed a grand tneat- 
rical effect and ciimax. As it wag the men 
who felt the worst over the veto, informed in 
advance of what was coming on, simply 
braced up and put on “property”’ smiles. 
The men who were most chagrined assumned 
airs of the greatest indifference. The feliows 
wh> were hurt the least jooked the saddest. 

It will be a mighty hard thing to pass these 
bijis over a veto. Nobody here remembers 
an occurrence within the history of the pre:- 
ent generation where a bill was passed over a 
Governor's veto. Vetoes during a session of 
the Legisiature have been excessively rare. 
Not over half a dozen have been recorded 
during the last twenty-five years. They gen- 
erally come after the session adjourns, be- 
cause legislation of a doubtful nature is usu- 
aliy gotten through during the ciosing hours, 
Senator Cuilom, while Governor, vetoed an 
anti-truck store bill, which made him more 
or leas trouble. Gov, Ogiesby vetoed a bill 
appropriateng about $25,000 to James Lilly, 
who was a contractor at the Kankakee asyi- 
um. Gov, Fifer vetoed a bill allowing street 
railway companies to change their mctive 
power, and Gov. Altgeld two years ago sat 
down on a few appropriations, These all oc- 
curred after the session had adjourned. 


Fight Will Be the Feature. 


From present indications the ht over 
House bill No, 618 and Senate bills Nos. 137 
and 138 will be the feature of the session. 
The friends of the measures will not lose 
them if they can by any possibility help it. 
The work of organization is going on as 
rapidly as time will permit. It must be re- 
membered that these bills concern the City 
of Chicago more than any other locality, The 
average countryman doesn’t care much about 
them one-way or the other. His district is 
not embarrassed with gas companies, street 
and elevated roads, and men who make the 


holding of sedts in the Common Council a 


| business, The session is late and virtually on 


its last legs. Many a man on the floor of the 
House would vote for all three bil's, veto or 
no veto, if he could get his favorite amend- 
ment to the law of estrays or of roads and 
bridges. He regards the City of Chicago and 
its interest as a mere incident to the welfare 
of the State. , 

This state of affairs will account for the: 
actions of a good many men when the ques- 
tion of sustaining the Governor comes up. A 
number of bits of legislation have been 
helped in committee and the calendars until 
they can’t get through withouta trade. The 


‘only trade io sight is on the lines above indi- 


cated. A good many members are disposed 
to vote for the bills whether or not, and soth- 
ing will be left undone to get these bills 
through the General Assembly. 

The fun will begin at 10:30 o’clock tomor- 
row’ morning, when the Senate will take up 
Nos. 137 and 138 for discussion. 


Objections to the Bills. 
Following are the objections made in the 


veto message to the measures: 


While these bills relate to different subjects 
they allinvoive the same principle and are sub- 
ject to the same fundamental ghicctions in this, 
that they legalize monopoly. 

The law now provides that corporations may be 
formed for ninety-nine years, but a City Council 
can only grant an ordinance to operate a street 
railway in a street for twenty years. The pur- 
pose of this limitation is to enable cities at cer- 
tain intervals to impose such conditions in re- 
spect to revenue or accommodations or rates of 
fare as may be deemed necessary to protect the 
public interests. Now, each of the first two bills 
gives a City Council power to grant an ordinance 
for the full life of the corporation. that is, nine- 
ty-nine years, so that it would be in the power of 
a City Council to give away toa street railway 
not only the rights of this generation but the 
rights of future generations, and these bills make 
no provision for securing to the public any com- 
pensation or protection in return. 

There can be no competing street railway un- 
less it can get into the heart of atown. In large 
cities, especially in Chicago, all the down-town 
streets are already occupied. Asa street rail- 
road gets no title cr exclusive right to a street it 
has happened in the past, that a new company 
was given a license by the city to put down a sec- 
ond track for a few blocks on a street already oc- 
cupied. In such a case each of the rails of the 
second road is laid a tew inches from the rails of 
the old road, so that the cars have practically to 
move over the same ground. But Sec. 5 of bill 
138 contains a proviso which would enable an 
older company to prevent such a privilege being 
granted to a second corporationif it in the slight- 
est degree delayed or interfered with the old 
company’s operation. 

Both of these bills, 137 and 138, expressly pro- 
vide that any property-holder can enjoin any new 
company from beginning work by alleging that 
it did not have a petition signed by the owners of 
a majority of the frontage before the City Coun- 
cil granted an ordinance. None of the old com- 
panies were subject to this provision, as it was 
generally held that the attorney representing the 
State could alone maintain such a suit. But un- 
der this new provision an old company could get 
some resident property-holders to commence a 
large number of suits in the different State 
courts and some non-resident proverty-owners to 
commence suits in the United States Court and 
thus not only tie up any new company in the 
courts for years but wearit out before it could 
lay down arail. Legislation to protect a prop- 
erty-holder is much to be desired, but legislation 
which is manifestiy intended to enable corpora- 
tions to use a property-holder as a convenience 
in order to establish or perpetuate a monopoly 
can never benefit the public. 


No New Roads Can Be Built, 


These bills provide that noe company shall 
have the right to even go into the court and con- 
demn any part of or anything pertaining to any 
of the existing roads, or of any road which may 
be built under privileges already obtained, so 
that when applied to Chicago, no matter how 
much the city may grow in the future, no new or 
competing road can .be built, because che exist- 
ing roads have been so located that it will be 
impossible for a new line to get into the heart of 
the city without at some point having to strike 
and, to a limited extent at least, interfere with 
an existing road. Should a loop be built in Chi- 
cago for the elevated roads on streets now con- 
templated it would be impossible for any new 
road to get into the heart of the town. This 
clause of the bills was evidently intended to pre- 
vent any further effort at competition and thus 
to practically give a monopoly for a century, and 
that witbout giving the public anything in re- 
turn, 

Again, each of these bills contains a provision 
Which expressly authorizes consolidation on the 
part of any number of roada, so that they can in 
the end all come under one management. That 
is, this provision expressly legalizes monopoly. 
It is true there is a clause in bill No. 137 which 
says that competing lines shall not consolidate, 
but practically there are no competing lines in 
Chicago now, and, as the other provisions of the 
bills will prevent any competing road from being 
built, it is evident that this clause does not signi- 
fy anything. Taking all of the provisions of the 
tao bills. it is evident that they were intended 
to create, and if they become laws. will create, a 
monopoly in Chicago of both the street railway 
and elevated railway business fur nearly a hun- 
dred years to come, 

House bill No. 618 provides that before a City 
Council can grant a privilege to lay gas pipes or 
to string wires for conducti electricity a peti- 
tion must be presented, aun by the owners of a 
majority of the land frontage of each block on 
any street or alley in which it is proposed to lay 
such pipes or string such wires. All the old gas 
companies have their pipes in the streets of Chi- 
cago, and several new companies recently formed 
have their permits to put in pipes and string 
electric wires where they choose, and con- 
sequently would not be affected by this 
bill. A brief examination of this measure’ 
shows that if it were to beconte 
a law it would be inthe power of the existing 
companies to prevent for all time any new or 
competing company from putting down pipe or 
stringing any wires, for they would only need to 
prevent the new company from getting the sig- 
natures of the owners of a majority of the front- 
age of one block on any street proposed to be oc- 
cupied by the new company in order to stop it. 
Had the bill provided in express terms that the 
existing companies should for all time have a 
monopoly of furnishing gas or electric light in 
the City of Chicago it could scarcely have been 
more effective. So that this bill like the other 
two aims to legalize monopoly. 


Logan “ 103” to Celebrate. 

Springfield, Il, May 14.—Some of the Logan 
“108” members, who belped to elect Gen. John 
A. Logan to the United States Senate, met to- 
night at the: Leland for the purpose of com- 
memorating the event. The committee which 
had the matter in charge selected Tuesday, May 
28, for the exercises and that date, itis expected, 
a large number of visitors will be in the capital 
city to assist in the commemoration. Among the 
orators will be William E. Mason of Chicago. 


HAVE THEIR REDRESS IN THE COURTS, 


Illinois Railroads and Reductions by the 
State Railroad Commissioners. 

Washington, D. C., May 14.—[Special. ]— « 
Secretary John W. Yantis of the Illinois 
Board of Railroad Commissioners is here in 
attendance upon the seventh annual convcn- 
tion of State Railroad Commissioners, who 
are meeting in the office of the United States 
Inter-State Commerce Commission. 

‘+ Vor che last six months,’’ remarked Mr. 
Yantis, “‘ our Stata board has been engaged 
in the work of reclaasifying freight rates. As 
a result they have succeeded in affecting a 
reduction of at least 20-per cent on 1,100 or 
1,200 different articles in which agricultural 
and merchandise interests are involved. One 
of the objects of the present convention is to 
bring about as far as possible a uniform sys- 
tem of claesification and reports by railroad 
corporations. In the case of the railroads in 
lilinoie, if they do not relish the reductions 
we have made they have their redress before 
the courts. But we want to work in harmony 
with the railroads with a view to bringing 
about a better understanding between ship- 
pers and the various corporations.” 

The convention of Kailroud Commissioners 
met, this morning. In the list of subjects to 
be discussed are: Overcharges and under- 
charges; through routes and through rates; 
combination rates on inter-State traffic made 
by adding through inter-State rates to rates 
prescribed by State authority for purely State 
traffic; methods employed in makmmg through 
rates generally; government ownership, 
government control, and government regula- 
tion of railways; demurrage on railway cars 
and carriers’ liability for detention of 
freights; safety appliances and railway acci- 
dents; causes of! depressed financial condi- 
tion of railways: protection of public in- 
terests during railway labor gontests; evils 
caused by sudden and arbitrary chaages in 
railway rates; regulation of State and inter- 
State electric railways; abuses arising from 
uses of shippers’ cars. 

Prof. Henry C; Adama, statistician of the 
Committee on Railway Statistics, read the 
committee’s annual report. The conclusions 
of the committee were that practically the 
only unit of traffic movement now arrived at 
is the revenue per ton per’ mile, a unit con- 
sidered unsatisfactory. 

At the afternoon session much of the time 
was consumed in a resolution offered by 
Commissioner Tresburg of Minnesota declar- 
ing that a considerable number of citizens of 
the United States believed it to be for the best 
interests of the people that the government 
own and operate railroads; that there was no 
reliable data accessible to the public of the 
cost and value of railroads; that the question 
was one of great impurtance in the considera- 
tion of rate cases by commissions and courts, 
and that the convention should petition the 
next Congress to cunsider the advisability and 
feasibility of ascertaining the cost and pres- 
ent value of railroad property and the proba- 
ble cast of reproducing the same. 
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THEY CALL A CAUCUS. 


HOUSE REPUBLIOANS TO OONSIDER

Springfield, 11, May 14.—[Special.)—The 

Republicans of the House will hold a cau- 

cus tomorrow afternoon or evening to dis- 

cuss final adjournment, a proposition the 
consideration of which has been postponed 
from week to week for the last month. The 

Legislature could with all ease finish its 

workand adjourn by June 1. The Democratic 


State convention comes June’5. 

Today, however, a circumstance trans- 
pired which, though trivial in itself, and ap- 
parently not germane to the question of ad- 
journment, cuts the most important figure 
in relation thereto. Three men wearing can- 
vas overalls, carrying big tin buckets filled 
with paste, and brushes on long poles, began 
decorating the dead walls of Springfield with 
the biggest posters you ever saw in your life. 
There were pictures of gorillas and giraffes 
so tall they could stand on the ground and 
eat hay from the Capitol flagstaff, and men 
and women riding on horses, and band- 
wagons drawn by, O, as many as sixty speck- 
led steeds, and steam calliopes, and men fly- 
ing through the air—in other words, bright, 
‘new lIfthographs., It means that Barnum’s 
Circus is coming to town,'and it is going to 
be here June 10, 

Now the Democrats in the Legislature 
want to stay here for the State convention. 
It is the first time on recard when the Legis- 
lature could remain in Springfield fora State 
convention at the expense of lilinois. 
Do you suppose for a simgle minute that a 
man is going to run away from Barnum’s 
Circus? Probably the Representatives from 
Cook don’t care much about it.. But how 
about the folks from down on the Ohio River 
who never see anything better than a pa- 
tent medicine wagon of a show boat?- Not 
on your existence. 

Judge Samuel P. Cummings of Astoria. 
Fulton County, who has for thirty years 
spent his time in Springfield during the ses- 
sions of the Legislature, loaking after legis- 
lation of public moment, says that in all his 
experience he never knew a Legislature to 
adjourn if its members had an opportunity 
to visit the circus when it came to Spring- 
field. The Republicans of the House will 
try to get the Legislature out of town the 
last of this month. The task is going to be 
a difficult one. It will be worse than wean- 
ing a calf. The attrattions for June 5 and 
10 are, too great to be disregarded.

The House revenue bill got into third read- 
ing today, but it has been amended until its 
parents don’t know its Nearly every feature 
of the bill of yital importance has been 
changed and touchedup. The men who have 
been here fighting for it week after week are 
disgusted with it. The provision as to the 
Supervisor of Assessments has been amend- 
ec so as to include in the Assessment Board 
a number. of County officers. The bill is not 
regarded as of any particular value. and 
many people incline to the opinion it will not 
be regarded as a factor for the remainder of 
the session. 

Mr. Ely’s bill amending the garnishment 
law known as the “ grocers’ garnishment 
bill’ came up on second reading asa spe- 
clal order. Mr. Berry moved to strike out 
the enacting clause. Mr. Jones of Cook 
moved to lay his motion on the table, but his 
motion was lost. There was a long debate 
on the merits of the bill, speeches in favor of 
it being made by Boyd, Steiner, and Lowen- 
thal, and against it by Berry, Steen, Muir, 
McLaughlin, Kiein, and Mulac. The motion 
to strike out the enacting clause prevailed. 
The measure was opposed by a number of 
labor organizations. 

Petitions were presented by Thiemann, 
Gower, Daugherty, Klein, and others favor- 
ing the passage Of the Merriam bill repealing 
the acts creating the Catholic Bishop of Chi- 
cago a corporation sole. 

Mr. Perrottet from the Committee to Visit 


. Penal and Reformatory Institutions made a 


report on the State Reformatory at Pontiac, 
the penitentiary at Chester, and the peni- 
tentiary at Joliet. The reformatory and the 
Chester Penitentiary were found in first- 
class condition. Out of 602 convicts at Ches- 
ter only five Were sick on the date of the 
visit. At Joliet the committee found 1,635 
convicts, of whom 59 were women. The re- 
port says that the health of the prison is not 
good owing to the location and the sanitary 
conditjens. 

‘* We find,’ says the report, “ 271 men 
working tr-the shoe department, for which 
the Commissioners receive 55 cents per day. 
Wealso find that 147 men are working in the 
harness shop. This department is consid- 
ered to be the best paying of all the indus- 
tries in operation there; in fact, is the only 
one that is self-sustaining. All the other in- 
dustries operated there by the State are run 
at a loss to the State, the deficiency being 
from $3,000 to 34,000 per month. 

The committee recommends the erection 
of a new hospital and that the female con-~“ 
victs be removed to a separate institution. 

“ We find,” says the report, “ that the fe- 
males imprisoned there are deprived of any 
outdoor exercise and are only allowed a walk 
in the open air once a week, and this your 
committee thinks is not prudent.’’ 

The discipline of the institution is found 
to be good and the food is first-class. 


To Tax Foreign Fire Companies. 

Mr. Kent, Chairman of the Committee on 
Insuranee, obtained unanimous consent to 
call up the Senate bill authorizing cities, vil- 
lages, and incorporated towns to lévy a tax 
not exceeding 2 per cent on the receipts of 
foreign fire insurance companies doing busi- 
ness therein, for the benefit of the organized 
fire departments of such cities, villages, and 
towns. Mr. Kent made a strong speech fav- 
oring the bill, and it was then passed with- 
out opposition, 

The following bills were called up by Mr. 
Needles and passed: 

The committee bill increasing the number 
of State Mine Inspectors from five to seven 
and providing for the payment of an inspec- 
tion fee by the owners of coal mines. 

The committee bill appropriating $54,000 
for the ordinary and contingent expenses of 
the Asylum for Insane Criminals for the next 
twod years. 

The committee bill appropriating $308,100 
for the ordinary and contingent expenses of 
the Central Hospital for the Insane at Jack- 
sonville for the next two years. 

The Senate bill appropriating $12,000 to pay 
for the services and expenses of the mem- 
bers of the Statutory Revision Commission 
created by the last General Assembly was 
called up on second reading. Mr. Stoskopf 
offered an amendment, which was adopted, 
providing that the commission be declared 
Cissolved. The bill was advanced to third 
reading. 

Senator Templeton’s bill, which appropri- 

ates $30,000 to Isaac R. Hitt and the heirs of 
John A. Logan and W. W. Wiltshire for at- 
torney’s fees and expenses in the prosecu- 
tion ef the State’s claims to the direct tax 
of 1861 against the General Government, 
was passed by the Senate by a vote of-- 
yeas 28, nays 4. This bill, which was called 
up by Benator Dunlap, provoked a sharp de- 
hate. Under the provisions of the bill $10,- 
(“M) ig to be paid to each of the three claim- 
ants, . 
The Sena®e passed Senator Highbee's bill 
providing for the incorporation of insurance 
companies to do business other than fire and 
life. This bill was a special order passed by 
unanimous vote. 

Senator Bryan introduced a bill to prevent 
gambling in grain, beef, pork, lard, and pro- 
visions by corporations, brokers, or others, 
unless they can Show a warehouse certifi- 
cate or receipt for the same, and providing 
for a fine. for such violations of not lesa 
than $500 or more than $1,000 for each of- 
fense. A like fine is made the penalty for the 
issuing of warehouse receipts for a greater 
amount of bushels of grain or other produce 
than that actually stored.

WRANGLE ABOUT A GARBAGE BOX,

A Scavenger Refuses to Empty One Unless. 


He Is Paid for It. 

In the alley in the rear of No. 343 Dearborn 
avenue are a box and two barrels filled with 
garbage. The man who drives the scavenger 
wagon in that neighborhood refuses to empty 
the box and barrels unless he is paid for do- 
ing so by Mrs. F. B. Davis, who kéeps a 
boarding-house at the number named. One 
of the rules governing scavengers is that 
where twenty or more persons live in one 
house the public scavenger shall not be re- 
quired to empty the garbage box of that 
house. Mrs. Davis declares she has no more 
than fifteen persons in her house. As the 
matter now stands the garbage box has not 
been emptied for a week. This is Mrs. Davis’ 
story of why the scavenger refuses to do his 
work: 

‘I engaged a man to clean out my sink for 
$3. He did so, and the refuse was placed in 
a barrel, and stood for a while in the back 
yard. In the meanwhile the scavenger who 
has emptied my garbage box regularly for 
some time past came and offered to take 
away the barrel for 50 cents. I told him I 
had already contracted to have it taken 
away and did not need his assistance. Then 
he got angry and told me he would not empty 
my garbage box again until I paid him for it, 
because I kept a boarding-house. After- 
ward the man who cleaned my sink called; 
and I paid him His $3 and he took the barrel 
of refuse away. I believe he told the scav- 
enger to call for the barrel and to force me 
to pay him to removeit. The scavenger has 
been as good as his word. He’ has not 
touched my garbage box since that time, I 
have never had more than eighteen persons, 
all told, in my house at one time, and since 
the middle of last winter I have never had 
more than fifteen.”’ 

A reporter for THE TRIBUNE visited the 
alley yesterday and found it otherwise clean, 
dry, and sweet. But Mrs. Davis’ garbage 
box and barrels were ina bad condition. The 
contractor for the scavenger work of this 
neighborhood is John 8. Cooper.

Cheyenne and Arapahoe Indians Ordered 
to Cease Tribal Relations. 

Guthrie, Ok., May 14.—[Special. ]—Capt. 
Woodsen, Indian Agent for the Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe tribes, has issued orders to Indi- 
ans intended to crush out the savage customs 
existing among them. The first article demands 
the breaking up of all camps of more than 
four families within thirty days; the second 
compels all male Indians ,over 18 years of 
age to settle at once on their allotments; 
the third, fourth, and fifth deny rations to 
Indians who do not comply with Arts. 1 and 
2. or to Indians. who live outside of the dis- 
trict in which their allotments are located. 
Art, 8 fixes a heavy penalty on plural mar- 
riages, and it is ordered that hereafter In- 
dians must be married aceordi to law and 
not have more than one wife or husband. It 
is made compulsory on ail boss farmers and 
Indian police to ag any piural marriages 
or the sale of girls for ponies or anythi 
else. Gambling and the use of the mesca 
bean is prohibited under penalty of a forfeit- 
ure of rations.

He also 
directed orders to be made out to Admiral Meade 
notifying him of this change, and orders boa to 
the Admiral and the ship were written and ready 
to be signed, when a _ letter came in the noon 
mail from Admizal Meade, asking to be detached 
from the squadron which request the Secretary 
granted. 

This constitutes all the information that 
could be obtained, and leaves the inference 
that the action, ifany to be taken against Ad- 
miral Meade, is not yet determined. 


TREASURY DEFICIT 1S INCREASING. 


Excess of Expenditures Since July 1 Last 
Now Nearly $50,500,000. 

Washington, D. C., May 14.—Today the 
Treasury deficit passed the $50,000,000 
mark, the exact amount of the excess of ex- 
penditures over the receipts since July l, 
1894, bemg $50,404,887. The deficit for 
the thirteen days of the present month is 
$5,105,517. This is the second’ year since 
1865 that the expenditures of the govern- 
ment have exceeded its revenues. Last year 
the deficit was $69,803,260, making the ag- 
gregate deficiency since July 1, 1893, $120,,. 
208,147. | 

The receipts from customs so far this year 
amount to a little over $133,000,000, which 
is about $1,000,000 in excess of the cus- 
toms receipts during the whole of the last fis- 
cal year. Theinternal revenue receipts this 
month to date aggregate about $125,500,- 
000 as against $147,111,232 during the fis. 
cal year 1894. The best information obtain. 
able as to the net result’of the year’s finan- 
cial operations is that even if the income tax 
law ie permitted to remain as it is the defi- 
ciency July 1 next will exceed $55,000,000, 
and if the law is declared unconstitutional it 
may reach $60,000,000. 

Today’s statement of the condition of the 
Treasury shows: Available cash balance, 
$181,731,381}; gold reserve, $96,201,500. 


OUTHWAITE MAY BE WAR SECRETARY 


Rumors That He Will Succeed Col. Lamont 
Before the Year Expires. 

‘Columbus, O., May 14.—There is a hint 
here that amounts to a conviction to the rep. 
resentative of the Associated Press that before 
this year expires ex-Congressmman Outhwaite 
is to be made Secretary of War. The story is 
not denied nor is it admitted in confidential 
Outhwaite circles. Mr. Outhwaite is en route 
to Europe to return July 1. The President, 
Mr. Lamont, ani Mr. Outhwaite are known 
to be close friends. The talk at this end of 
the line has been sub rosa, but is printed in 
full today, so far as it may be without violat- 
ing confidence.

G.A.R. FIGHT MIXED UP 


ADJUTANT-GENERALSHIP I8 A 
FPAOTOR AT BLOOMINGTON. 


MecNulta’s Espousal of Bennett and Pow- 
ell’s of Spink for the Position Intensi- 
fies the Contest for the Department 
Commandership=Encampment Formal - 
ly Opened with an Immense Parade= 
Confederate Monument Celebration 
Arouses Much Feeling. 

Bloomington, Ill, May 14.—{Special.J— 
From a contest for the Commanderstip the 
struggle in the’ Grand Army encampment 
has turned into.a lively fight for the position 
of Adjutant-General. It is no longer a ques- 
tion of whether Gen. McNulta or Gen. Powell 
will be elected Commander-in-Chief of the 
Department of Illinois. The line on which 
the delegates are dividing is the appoint- 
ment of J. L. Bennett or F. W. Spink as 
Adjutant-General. Chicago men who are 
arriving tonight declare Gen. MeNulta has 
lost many votes in that city because he has 
rledged himself to Bennett. J. 8. Cook, who 
is here with twenty-three men from Wash- 
ington Post, says they were solid: for Mc- 
Nulta until the Adjutant-General question 
came up, when they flopped to Powell. The 
same explanation is also given for the action 
of the Thomas Post. ‘ 

On the other hand, many of Gen. Powell’s 
backers admit they are with him solely on 
Spink’s account. Delegate Cook is out- 
spoken in the matter: He says: 

‘* We don’t care a snap who is elected Com- 
mander, but we are for Fred Spink for Ad- 
jutant-General. He mustered many of us 
in and there is a bond of fellowship between 
ug which cannot be broken.” 


McNulta Men Enthusiastic. 

Gen. McNulta has one big advantage, and 
that is the delegates who are for him are en- 
thusiastic. They wear his blood-red badges 
and crowd his headquarters at all hours. 
They talk McNulta and Bennett in every 


corner at every opportunity.. 

There is no such unanimity or enthusiasm 
on the part of the Powell men. His head- 
quarters are deserted and there are no out- 
ward badges of support. But this does not 
lessen the confidence of those who are man- 
aging his campaign. These gentlemen in- 
sist Powell will win on the first ballot and 
by such a majority that his opponent will 
move to make the selection unanimous. 

At the McNulta headquarters visitors are 
assured it is all over but the shouting and 
predictions are made. Powell will not let his 
name go before the convention. 

The truth is the fight is a close and bitter 
one. Tonight there has béen considerable 
sharp talk and many ugly things said. Itis 
charged Gen. Powell is attending his second 
State encampment and has never been ata 
national gathering, while Gen. McNulta has 
always been a regular war horse in the or- 
der. To this the Powell men retaliate with 
the statement they don’t care if their candi- 
date never sat in a post so long as he is 
pledged to appoint Fred Spink Adjutant- 
General. 

Fighting Hard for Spink. 

There is no concealing the fact that many 
of the sharpest politicians in the order are 
working for Powell on Spink’s account, and 
O. R. McKinney, E. A. Blodgett, Col. James 
Sexton, and-«others equally prominent are 
here openly as his friends. Col. Sexton 
says he is not doing any active work, as it 
is not necessary, but he admits he is for 
Powell, and there is great force in this ad- 
mission. 

Col. Bennett is fairly outspoken in the in- 
terest of Gen. McNulta. He sums up the 
situation like this: 

‘* Rockford and Aurora, Quincy; Danville, 
Georgetown, Ridge Farm, Kankakee, 
Springfield, Monticello, and Joliet are, I 
think,’”’ he said, ‘‘ for Gen. McNulta. Pon- 
tiac will be divided. Maj. Avery isa McNul- 
ta man, but there are a number of Powell 
delegates from that county and vicinity. I 
believe retired Commanger McDowell and 
some of his friends are working for Gen, 
Powell, though they claim to be neutral. 
Cairo does not care a snap about the Com- 
mandership. It wants the encampment. 
After that is settled then we may be able to 
discover their sentiments on the Command- 
ership question. They are not committed 
to Powell because he is a Southern Illinois 
man. Belleville’s post presents his name, 
but none of the men who have been promi- 
nent in the past encampments from that 
section of the State are working hard for 
the election of Gén. Powell. 

Powell Has Many Friends in Chicago. 

“In Chicago Powell has many friends, es- 
pecially in the Thomas Post of whicn F. W. 
Spink is a member. Mr. Spink has been 
working for the election of Powell for a long 
time. Lately a resolution was passed 
through the Thomas Post indorsing: the 
candidacy of Powell, but there are some 
delegates from that post who will vote for 
McNulta. The Grant Post will be for the 
General from Bloomington. The Woman’s 
Relief Corps, if it takes any part in the fight 
at all, will support McNulta. There is some 
Powell sentiment in Ford County, and [ 
think the slate has been made up for him.”’ 

Cairo and Danville are now the only towns 
really in the fight for the next encampment, 
and there is a strong sentiment in favor of 
Cairo. Not a Danville badge is seen on the 
streets, while the Cairo ribbons, like those 
bearing the name of Gen. McNulta, are 
every where. 


Encampment Opens with a Big Parade. 

The encampment opened this afternoon 
with a big parade in which fully 2,000 veter- 
ans and sons of veterans took part. This 
does not by any means represent the number 
of Grand Army men actually in the city, for 
comparatively few of the visitors cared to 
make the tramp over the long line of march. 
Grand Army men are growing old fast these 
days, and with advancing years come in- 
firmities which make marching, even to the 
inspiring tunes of 1861, anything but a 
pleasure.

Sons of Veterans Denounce Confederates. ° 


The first shot at the Confederate monu- 
ment celebration was fired by the Sons of 
Veterans today in the passage of a resolu- 
tion, couched in patriotic language, and call- 
ing on the Grand Army to take formal action 
in declining the invitation to participate in 
the dedication of the new monument to the 
Contederate dead in Oakwoods Cemetery, 
Chicago, Decoration day. What action will 
be taken by the Grand Army at its first busi- 
ness session tomorrow is problematical. 
There are many men in the order, and men 
of influence at that, who think Col. Under- 
wood is doing a smart thing from a business 
standpoint in booming the monument dedi- 
cation, as it will tend to increase the kindly 
feeling’ for' the North now growing in the 
South and help the trade relations ofethe 
the two sections. 

‘It’s just like this,’’ said one Chicago man;. 
“Col. Underwood is an ex-Confederate, and 
is in business in Chicago, but is extending 
his trade in the South. Fle has raised every 
dollar for this monument among his former 
comrades in arms, and I must say they have 
a right to do what they please with their own 
money. I am one of the Grand Army men 
who are going to assist in the dedication. 
We do not intend to glorify or extol the deeds 
of the Confederates, but to show our respect 
in a manly way for valor, no matter under 
which flag it was enrolled. That a mistake 
has been made in fixing the date on Decora- 
tion day I will admit, but this is not Under- 
wood's fault. It was first suggested by 
members of the Grand Army because it is a 
national holiday, and it would. be easier to 
get the members out and insure a goodly at- 
tendance of spectators.’”’ 

But there aregother who are outspoken to 
the degree of fierceness in opposition to fhe 
monument celebration. That there will be 
a lively time over the matter in the conven- 
tion tomorrow isa certainty.

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CUTTING BAD AS EVER. 


EAST-BOUND POOL ADVOOATES STILL 
MANIPULATING RATES. 


All Points, Except Chicago and St. Louis, 
Being Worked, and Even at These 
Places Rates Are Not Firmly Main- 
tained=Erie, Baltimore and Ohio, and 
Chesapeake and Ohio All Making In- 
roads on the East-Bound Trunk Lines’ 
TraffiiceGrand Trunk Suffers the Most. 


Notwithstanding the claims made by the 
east- bound poo! advocates that freight rates are 
now firmly maintained, rates from all points 
except Chicago and St. Louis are being cut 
and manipulated as badly as ever. As the 
volume of east-bound tonnage from Chicago 
decreases it increases correspondingly from 
Peoria and junction points south of Chicago. 
Even Chicago and St. Louis rates are not 
firmly maintained by all lines. Both the 
Erie and Baltimore and Ohio roads are ac- 
cused of cutting dairy rates 25 cents per 100 
pounds from all Western points. The Chesa- 
peake and Ohio is by julicious manipuiation 
of rates at Chicago and St. Louis making 
great inroads on this traffic of the Eastern 
trunk lines. The Grand Trunk is the road 
which is getting most seriously hurt by the 
Chesapeake and Ohig competition. Much of 
the freight which formeriy went via Eastern 
Canada on a differential rate is now going via 
Newport News. It is understood the Grand 
Trunk has given up active competition on the 
promise of having its shortages made good 
by the east-bound pool. 

This is the most suicidal policy the Chicago 
and Grand Trunk could possibly pursue. Not 
only will it tind aifficuity in securing remu- 
neration for its shortage, but it will lose its 
patronage, and later on. wiil have to spend 
thousands of dollars to regain the good will 
of shippers. As long as the Grand Trunk 
was actively competing for east-bound traffic 
with the New York trunk lines it was domga 
good business, but since it has succumbed to 
the blandishments of the trunk lines its east- 
bound business from Chicago has dwindled to 
small proportions. It is hardly probable 
General Maneger Sargeant’s mistaken policy 
will*be continued by the new management of 
the Grand Trunk, and before long active 
steps wili no doubt be taken to meet the com- 
petition of the Chesapeake and Ohio and steam- 
boat lines from Chicago. 

The attempt to pool east-bound traffic 
from Chicago and not from. other Western 
points is tootransparent a trick to deceive 
anybody. The New York trunk lines find it 
to their advantage to force their connections 
west of Buffalo out of business during the 
navigation season. They prefer to have the 
business go by the lake iines, which they fully 
control, and all the traffic from which goes 
to them at Buffalo and Eastern lake ports at 
most favorable divisions of rates. They make 
much more money by getting their business 
from their lake connections than from their 
rail connections. The Chesaveake and Ohio, 
which is controlled by the Vanderbilts, and 
which has its own ocean lme from Newport 
News, is permitted to cut rates, because it 
would not getany business if it maintained 
traffic or becanie a party toa pooling agree- 
ment. The Grand Trunk is relativeiy in the 
same position as the Chesapeake and Ohio, 
but not being controlled by the Vanderbilt 
or other New York trunk lines it is offered a 
little “pap” to keep it from competing 
against the lake and the Chesaneake and Ohio 
competition. From present indications there 
is but little prospect that tne scheme of the 
trunk lines to shut up Chicago tight and leave 
all other Western points wide open will work 
for any length of time, and a general break 
in east-bound freight rates from Chicago may 
be looked for at any moment. © 


WAR ON TEXAS RATES IMMINENT, 


Meeting. Now in Session in St. Louis to Ad. 
just the Trouble. 

Roads interested in Texas freight traffic are 
passing through a trying time. Unless the 
Southwestern Traffic Association, which is 
now in session in St. Louis, succeeds in set- 
tling existing troubles a rate war of large 
dimensions seems inevitable. The fight is 
between the three great systems known as the 
North and South lines, the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas, Kock Island, and Santa Fé om the 
one side and the East and West, or seaboard 
lines on the other, At present rates to Hous- 
ton are from 25 percent to 60 per cent less 
from St. Louis than the rates to Fort Worth 
and Dallas. The reason given for making 
lower rates to Houston, a much longer distance 
than to Fort Worth and Dallas, is alleged 
water competition. The Texas Railroad 
Commissioners have notified the railroads 
that their rates must be readjusted on a more 
equitable basis oc they will fix reasonable 
rates themselves. The Texas Pacific gave no- 
tice of withdrawal from the association about 
a week ago and .nnounced it should readjust 
rates to meet the views of the Texas Com- 
The Southern Pacific then made 
a threat that ifthe Texas and Pacific took 
such action it would make a corresponding re- 
duction on rates to Galveston and Houston. 
This induced the Texas and Pacific to hold 
its action in obeyance until after the meeting 
of the association, which is now in session in 
St. Louis. : 


TRYING TO FORM A NEW ASSOCIATION, 


Transcontinental Committee Recommends 
Adoption of Old Agreement, 


Ata meeting of the special committee ap- 
pointed by the General Passenger Agents of 
the Western roads to prepare and reporta 
plan for the establishment of a new trans- 
continental association to control all through 
passenger business betweea Chicago and the 
Pacific coast, held in the Rookery yesterday, 
it was decided to report to the general meet- 
ing for adoption the plan of agreement 
framed last January, but which failed to go 
through at the time. The Chairman was in- 
structed to call a general meeting for May 23 
at Chicago to consider and act upon the re- 
port of the committee. Some of the roads 
most vitally interested were not represented 
at yesterday's meeting, and considerable op- 
position to the proposed plan of organization 
of a transcontinental association will no 
doubt be interposed when the general meet- 
ing convenes, Serious opposition is looked 
_ for from the Great Northern railway, which 
insists upon getting the same differential via 
its Northern steamship line and Putluth to 
California points as the Canadian Pacific 

ets on business via Port Arthur. The Rio 
Grasde Western also is likely to make 
trouble, and will probably refuse to join un- 
less the Union Pacific pledges itself to keep 
from demoralizing rates in Rio Grande ter-

After a week of Sardou, ** Sans-Géne,”’ 
and empty benches eome another com bination 
of Sardou, ** Gismonda,”’ and a cro wded house. 
The Columbia was filled. A spectacular 
feast was furnished on the boards. Miss 
Davenport looked handsome and imposing, 
and acted satisfactorily, and five acts of pa- 
geantry, alive with dramatic action, were re- 
ceived with generous applause. 

First astvo the play itself. Its story has 
been told at length, but to those who have not 
seen it the piece may be described in a single 
senten ce—it is ‘* The Lady of Lyons” told 
in ia sumptuous medieval dress. 
Like Bulwer’s masterpiece, it is theatrical 
and rhetorical beyond a doubt; but like that 
artificial play which has held _ the 
adwiration of the populace, it 
is romantic, sympathetic, and _ strong. 
The Claude Melnotte of Sardou’s play is now 
Almerio, a falconer of Athens of the Middle 
Ages; the Pauline is his sovereign 
Duchess. History repeats itself and so 
does drama, particularly the latter. 
There is no suggestion of plagiarism in Sar- 
dou’s work (which, by the way, he orig- 
inally entitled ‘**The Duchess of Athens’’), 
but it is the old story over 
again, just as unreasonably sentimental 
as ever—just as insidiously flattering to dem- 
ocratic instincts—but with more emphasis 
laid on the rdle of the herwvine than is the 


‘case in ** The Lady of Lyons.’’ 


The period and place chosen—just before 
the subjection of Athens by the Turks—affords 
an opportunity for displaying 
ruins of classic Greece when 
were overlaid with Byzantine 
The opportunity was improved both by the 
dramatist and by the  ciever scenic 
artists, <« to whom Miss Daven- 
port evidently gave carte blanche. 
The historical and pictorial scheme is seized 
the moment the eye falis on the opening 
ecene. The scene, as already sail, is me- 
dieval Athens: in the foreground the 
cross, in the rear the Acropolis 
in a perspective, which is fau'tless. Cuiassi- 
cism and Christianity are thus sym boiized 
and ‘contrasted. The Claude Melnotte 
story in its antique version is then 
unfolded with. tne skill of which 
Victorien Sardou is a master, 
Miss Davenport appears as the Duchess, not 


pretending to be a maiden in the flush of. 


youth, but a matronly Greek widow, accom- 
panied by her 5 or 6-year-oid son. She is 
graceful, handsome, and impressive; and so 
may she appear many years hence when the 
siever Frenchman writesa later ‘** Gistnonda ”’ 
for her and finds it necessary to represent tne 
young son as having attained his majority. 
She is gowned in white and gold; obseve this, 
for the costume strikes the key of coloring 
which ehe _ strikes throughout ‘the 
performance. In firat act oc- 
curs, beyond, sight of the spectators, 
the inzident on which the play turns—the 
rescue of the child of the Duchess 
from a famished tiger by the _ future 
Claude Meinotte—the falconer, Alimerio, 
What is nelodramatic in the incident is 'eft 
to the imagination uf the audience,which gets 
all the excitement without the crudity of the 
incident. There is a dash of modern 
realism in the  bioodstained figure 
of the low-born hero when he appears for an 
instant alter rescuing the child. The Duchess 
in the meantime has sworn at the foot of 
the cross in the foreground that the rescuer 
of her child will be rewarded with her hand 
and crown. None of the gilded courtiers 
who had wooed her a moment  be- 
fore is equal to the emergency. 
The only charitable construction to pluce 
on their conduct is that they are already mar- 
ried; but this excuse, as afterwards trans- 
pires, cannot be urged for the villain. The 
curtain fails, and the question is, Will Gis- 
monda keep her oath? 

Tne second act reveals the interior of a 
convent—the foreground cool with dark 
shadows and beyond it a spacious cloister 
filled with flowering plants and sunshine. 
The Christian symbols are numerous and 
suggestive—statues of the Madonna and the 
saints, pictures in tapestry, etc. Here 
the Duchess seciudes herseif and receives 
her councilors, military and ecc.esiastical.

A rich tenaissance interior is discovered in 
the risingof the curtain on Act III. It is the 
palace of Duchess. the 
act she has every 
expedient to persuade Pope 
to absolveher from tne vow she made at the 
cross to marry the rescuer of her child. Rome 
has been cbdurate in holding her to her vow, 
which, it @clares, can be dissolved only by 
the will ofAlmerio bimseif. She can now as 
a last resot appeal only to Almerio, whom she 
has cast inlo prison. She orders the plebelan 
lover brought into her presence. The situa- 
tion, as maj be imagined, is a splendid one, 
but one regiets to sey it is not adequately 
acted by the impersonator of Aimerio. 
Mr. Meibowne McDowell need not be 
ashamed of being overweighted by such a 
partas the hero of **Gismonda.”’ He real- 
izes in a physical sense the manliness of the 
mart, but “here his ability falis short. 

Vhen he afpears fresh from prison in his 
smug gray suit—it is hopelessly and pro- 
saically sgug—he looks as if he 
had just come from the hands oof 
the prison bather, and on the whole he suggests 
nothing so mich as a latter-day prize-fighter. 
He husbands wisely what elocutionary force 
he has, and stems to satisfy the crowd, but 
this is an opportunity for a really strong 
actor, which Mr. McDowell is not. 

There is a bdd stroke at the end of Act III. 
which must be electrifying when presented 
with full power. It is a_ brief 
sentence whica one will not quote, 
because it would carry in print a suggestion 
of coarseness, though one will not say that 
it does so im the action. It signi- 
fies that tte  plebeian passion of 
Almerio has comuered the aristocratic pride 
of the Duchess. In asingle sudden ejacula- 


| tion the woman eonfesses her subjugation to 


the man, and onthe strong dramatic eurprise 
the curtain fails. This is the climax of the 
play. 

There are two ather acts as pictorial and as 
powerful as those which precede, but arvther 
occasion must tw taken to speak of them. 
Suffice it to say that the Nymphs’ Hill in 
Act IV. is a noble view, ccombining 
classicism and Christianity in the  il- 
lumined ruins with that felicity 
which one has already adverted to. 
The Church of Sasta Maria by Mr. Ernest 
Albert in the last act is perhaps the most 
elaborate of ail the scenes which this 
accompli¢hed artist has given to Chicago 
play#ers. His asseciates who produced other 
canvases that were admirable were Joseph 
C.are, D. Frank Bodge, Richard Marston, 
and Homer Ff. Emm@s. This list of names is 
arollof honor. Musical features of the fine 
performance also deserve attention, and will 
doubtless receive itdater.

How Theater-Goers at Niles Get More than 
They Pay For. 

Niles, Mich., May 14.—[Special.]—There 
were two interesting occurrentes at the 
opera-house last night that were not on the 
bills, a suddenly interrupted marriage, anda 
stage duel that proved almost real. The 
Madison Square Stock company, supporting 
Miss Carlotta Ritta, said to be an English 
actress, opened its season here byproducing 
“The Uncrowned King,” written by Arthur 
Trelow Windham, also of England. While 
in England the lady became betrothed to Mr. 
Windham, and it was their intention to be 
married after their arrival in America. 
Manager Windham conceived the idea of 
having the wedding take place upen tHe 
stage. : 

During the play, where a mock marriage 
ceremony was to be enacted, a Justice of the 
Peace was to perform a ‘real ceremeny. The 
play passed off satisfactorily until the third 
act was reached, but just as the Justice 
was about to pronounce the worts which 
were to make them one the would-be bride 
gave a shriek and fainted away. The cur- 
tain was dropped and the audience dis- 
missed. Miss Ritta was carried inte a dress- 
ing-room, where physicians labored for sev- 
eral hours before they were able to relieve 
her of hysteria.

WILL BE IN SAME POSITION AS UNION. 


Dr. Muchmore Hints at the Disposition of 
Recatcitant Seminaries. 

Pittsburg, Pa., May 14.—[Special.]—The 
Presbyterian General Assembly Committee 
on Theological Seminartes arrived here to- 
day and had a conference. The Rev. Dr. 
Samuel A. Muchmore of Philadelphia, Mod- 
erator of the last General Assembly, admits 
the committee has failed in its purpose and 
intimates those ‘seminaries that refuse after 
being given another chance to change their 
charters as requested by the General Assem- 
bly will be placed in the same relation to the 
church as is the Union in New York. Dr. 
Muchmore said: 

“We have not completed our report. That 
will be done tomorrow. The trouble experi- 
enced in bringing about the desired change 
is caused, not by ecclesiastics or ecclesias- 
tical questions, but solely by civil lawyers 
who cannot agree on a uniform charter sor 
all the seminaries. The result of refusal] to 
accede to the General Assembly's plan will 
be disastrous in that the recalcitrant sem- 
inaries will lose many bequests. Our com- 
mittee will be continued probably and en- 
larged. It is hardly probable the General 
Assembly will continue its present relations 
with seminaries that refuse to recognize 
and acknowledge its authority in the matter 
of control of property.”

THEY LIKE NORDICA. 


INDIANAPOLIS WOMEN RECEIVE HER 
WITH ENTHUSIASM. 


Episode in the Second Evening Concert of 
the May Music Festival Quite the Re- 
verse of the Melba Incident—The Fair 
Australian Telegraphs Back from Pitts- 
burg That She Was Sadly Misunder- 
stood and That She Intended No Slight 
Upon the Chorus. 

Indianapolis, Ind., May 14.— [(Speciat.]— 
The second evening concert of the Indianapo- 
lis May music festival was marked by another 
episode, and the second was in decided con- 
trast to the Me ba incident of the previous 
evening, of which it may be presumed in a 
measure the outcome. If there had been no 
doubt of Mme. Nordica’s rehearsing with the 
chorus as she had done during two preceding 
festivals there was some uncertainty as to 
hoéw the chorue—that is the feminine por‘ion 
of it—would evidence its appreciation. When 
that appreciation came to pass the male sing- 
ers who had refused to fall into line the night 
previous assisted to a man. When Mme, 
Nordica appeared the house broke out in 
cheers. None were more enthusiastic than 
the mutes of the former occasion and a 
cloud of handkerchiefs was waved. Mime. 


Nordica after bowing to the audience turned 


and made profound courtesies, including the 
entire chorus, in each separate sestion. After 
a time things quieted sufficiently for the pro- 
gram to proceed, 

Mme. Nordica was in fine voice,and gave 
as opening number the ** Mignon”’ polonuise, 
When it was ended the real scene began. 
Amid general excitement the singer returned 
to bow her acknowledgments, and the entire 
churus, unanimous this time, pelted her with 
flowers. This continued until Mme. Nordica 
tore her bouquet to pieces and flung it at the 
chorus, those in the foremost rows cuntend- 
ing for the flowers. bg 

The program contained the most important 
choral numbers given since the opening of 
the festival—MacFarren’s **‘ May Day” and 
* Fair Ellen”’ by Bruch. In the tirst men- 
tioned Miss Rose Stewart was the soloist and 
in the latter work Mme, Nordica and Mr, Wat- 
kin Mills. Mr. Mills, one of the principal 
soloists of the series, gave Gounod’s ‘**She 
Alone Charineth,”’ in addition toa group of 
minor songs and the Bruch numbers. Al- 
though phlegmatic in delivery Mr. Mills’ 
voice is of unusual compass, resonant in 
quality, and of exceilent volume. His recep- 
tion was second only to that of Mme. Nordica. 

The chorus under the direction of F, X 
Arens showed the resuit of admirable train- 
ing. All told it comprises 363 singers, the 
regular festival chorus being augmented by 
the Indiane polis Choral Uniou and the Ladies’ 
Matinée Musical ciub. The main shortcom- 
ing is in lack of balance, the women’s voices 
being too dominant. Aside from this defect 
there remains much to praise. The quality 
of tone is unusually fresh. The shading de- 
notes excellent attention to detail ana the at- 
tuck is both precise and spirited. Taken asa 
whole it stands the contrast witn the soloists 
from a musical point of view finely. 

The audience in attendance although not 
equal in size to that of the provious evening, 
was large. Visitors are present from various 
distant points, amoug them many who for- 
merly devoted their attendance to the Cincin- 
nati May festival. The matinée yesterday 
was attended by an audience of 2,000 
women and fifteen men, a fact 
which in nowise interfered with the 
applause. An _ artist’s program was 
given, the soloists being Miss Rose Stewart, 
soprano; Miss Gertrude May Stein, contralto; 
and Oliver Willard Pierce, pianist, together 
with William H. Rieger, tenor, and William H. 
Clarke, bass. The Boston FestivaljOrchestra, 
under Mr. Moilenhauer, furnished the bal- 
ance of the progrum, as was also the case in 
the evening concert, Mr. Pierce; a young 
pianist, at present a resident of Indianapolis 
and a native of Ann Arbor, was especially 
well received for the performance of St. 
Saéns’ concerto in G minor.

TO TALK OF FOX RIVEK WATER POWER 


If Government Kegulations Are Maintained 
It Will Stop Many Mills. 

Milwaukee, Wis., May 14.—[{Special.]—A 
meeting of government officials and the 
owners of manufacturing plants on the Fox 
River will be held in Chicago next week, the 
purpose being to place as liberal a construc- 
tion as possible upon the recent order of the 
War Department forbidding the drawing of 
water from the river for the purpose of fur- 
nishing power until the height reaches the 
crest of the dam. Enforcement of the gov- 
ernment rule will prove a great hardship at 
Appleton, Little Chute, Kimberly, Kaukau- 
na, Combined Locks, and Depere, and not 
so much at’ Neenah and Menasha, where 
most of the plants are operated by steam. 
At Appleton the electric railroad and the 
lighting plants get their power from the Fox 
River water. The enforcement of the rules 
means a light famine for Appleton and loss 
of $12,000 a day in wages to the workingmen 
and $36,000 a day in the value of the product 
in the affected district, and 3,500 hands 
would be thrown out of employment.

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ALTGELD’S VETO “MESSAGES. 

It is not often that Tue Txrisune is able to 
commend any of Gov. Altgeld’s official acts, 
for they are generally the outcome of the 
anarchistic or demagogical side of his nature. 
But it can approve heartily of the substance 
and the spirit of the three-barreled veto mes- 
sage sent by him. to the Legislature yester 
day in which he set forth his objections to 
three bills which had been sent to him. 

One of these bills relates to street and an- 
other to elevated railroads. Months ago, soon 
after they were introduced, Tys TRIBUNE 
called attention to their questionable features 
and pointed out amoung other things that if 
they beeame the law the Council could grant 
ninety-nine-year franchises instead of twenty- 
five-year franchises as now; and also 
that if any one company or any combination 
of companies got the right to build a loop in 
the business district its owner or owners 
could refuse to allow any other company to 
use it, even on paying a reasonable rental 
therefor, and thus would have a monopoly in 
that district. It was shown by this paper that 
the bilis were designed to protect the present 
companies and put an end to: the danger of 
competition from new ones. 

These points and some others are stated 
forcibly by the Governor, and ought to have 
their effect on the Legisiature. The people 
of Chicago are not fond of monopolies and 
they are not anxious to have bilis passed for 
their benetit. ‘hey protested fiercely when 
the Legislature passed the ninety-nine year 
law, extending the time for which the Coun- 
cil had granted rights in several streets to the 
street raiiroad companies, The people are 
not desirous that a Council, often corrupt, 
shall have the power to grant ninety-nine 
year franchises to any corporation. Chica- 
gouns will Be pleased if these vetoes are sus- 
tained, 

The other bill which has suffered at the 
hands of the Governor is the one requiring 
the consent of a majority of the frontage- 


gas or an electric light company can be 
granted by the Council the right to use that 
street. He vetoes it because it would give 
the present companies a monopoly. The ob- 
ject of this measure was commendabie, It 
was designed to save the people money by 
taking from the Council the power to pass 
beodle gas ordinances. But, as Tue TRIBUNE 
said the other day, this biock provision was 
rather too drastic, and it would have been 
sufficient to require, as in the case of street 
railroads, the consent of the majority of the 
property-owners on each mile of street. The 
bill can be amended thus, removing doubt- 
less the objections of the Governor, who must 
know that the Chicago Common Council has 
been giving frequent proof that it ought not 
to be intrusted with unlimited power over 
the streets. 

The members of the Senate and House 
should study carefully what the Governor has 
to say about these three bills before they aci 
on them again. On this occasion, at least, 
he has written something deserving of their 
respectful consideration. |

* COIN AT SUHOOL. - 

Mr. George E. Roberts, editor of the Even- 
ing Messenger, Fort Dodge, la., has taken 
**Coin”’ by the scruff of the neck and smitten 
him bip and thigh. He has done thisin a 
pumphiet entitled, ‘* Coin at School in Fi- 
nance,’’ purporting to report the discussions 
at a school in Eugie Grove, la., to which 
was invited and in which he was 
thoroughly discomfited. He led off with his 
etatement about the cqra crop of Ulinois for 
1873 and 1893, the latter being much the 
smaller, but was confounded by the citation 
of statistics showing that the corn crop of the 
whole country was some 50 percent gteater 
in 1893 than in 1872. The crop of 1872 
was almost unsalable, and untold quantities 
were burned for fuel, bemg cheaper than 
wood or coal at any reasonable rate, while 
the crop of 1893 brought the lowa farmer 
about 25 cents per’ bushel at the interior 
market towns, which was twice as much as he 
could get for corn in 1872-'73. 

* Coin 
for those years, but was met with the remark 
that he had chosen them himself for the com- 
parison. Then he wasconfronted (page 42 
with figures showing the prices of all kinds of 
grain, and of hay, in Des Moines for every 
month in 1873, and with the statement that, 
except wheat, all these prices are not only be- 
low present prices in Des Moines but below 
the average prices of the last five years, No 
wonder this made him shiver, but worse (for 
him) wasto come. Following was an official 
report of hog packing at the twenty-six 
principal points in lowa. The average price 
paid per hundredweight by the packers for 
hogs in theseason of 1871-'72 was $3.74, and 
for the next winter $3.52. ‘* These figures 
are below the average price of hogs in any 
State today or for the last five years.”’ 

Then *“‘ Coin” claimed that freight rates 
have declined because of the gold standard. 
He was asked if they ought not to be tower, 
‘“with steel track, better engines hauling 
twice as many carsas formerly, and doing a 
far greater amount of business, while rails 
and rolling stock cost much less than they 
used to cost.”” Oneof the speakers told him 
he had left science, discovery, and progress out 
of the count ; was there to argue that ah articie 
ought to cost as much as it did thirty or 
forty years ago, and that if itdid not some- 
thing is wrong and that he probably is the 
only person in the world who thinks that 
nails and pig iron ought to sell for as much 
now asin 1859. The next subject that came 
up was wages, which “Coin” alleges have 
shrunk so terribly because of ‘the crime of 
| 1873.” One person in the school told him 
that in 1854 he worked in Chicago as a car- 
penter for $1.25 per day, and his wife paid 
10 cents a yard for calico no better than he 
can now buy for 5 cents. Another said he 
was a porter in a hardware store in Utica, N 
Y., in 1860 at $4.50 per week, and the same 
job now pays $9 per week. A third stated that 
in the ’60s and °70s $1.25 per day was com- 
mon pay for labor in a country town in Iowa, 
while now he can get no day labor for less 
than $1.50 per day. A fourth presented a 
copy ofa railroad pay-roll for 1859, and

further a dollar will go than it formerly did 
in the purchaée of supplies for the family. A 
fifth told how in Monrve County, N. Y., he 
did full man’s work on a farm at $84 for the 
year, with oats there at 13 cents a bushel and 
dressed pork at two cents per pound. Still 
others reported how in “the good oid times ”’ 
they hauled dressed hogs 198 miles to sell 
them at $1.50 per 100 pounds, and hauled 
wheat 150 miles to sell it at 45 cents per 
bushel, that in 1861 corn was refused at 10 
cents per 75 pounas, and potatoes were abun- 
dant at 20 cents per bushel. It was not for- 
gotten that nails are lower now thaa thirty 
years ago. — 

‘‘Coin ’ was met atevery point. Even his 
reference to the higher prices of the war pe- 
riod drew out an extract from an authority 
who told tne farmers of Iowa in 1864 that 
the prices of articles they had to sell had ad- 
vanced ** with quite or almost equal step ”’ a 
those they had to buy, so that with a bushel 
of wheat or barley they could buy as much as 
in 1860. The Mayor of Fort Dodge said that 
twenty years ago 10 per cent was the lowest 
rate of interest known there; as late as 1890 
the county and city paid 8 per cent for 
money, and since have sold 5 per cent bonds 
ata premium, “ Interest rates have declined 
40 per cent since 1873.” It was stated 
by one of the speakers that ‘* the ideal stand. 
ard of value is the productive value of 
manual labor.”” Then he showed from sta- 
tistics that the labor which would earn $100 
in goods in 1860 would earn $170 in goods 
in 1890, and said “no class of labor has se- 
cured a greater per cent of advance in wages 
in the last forty years than the common farm 
hand or day laborer.”’: In subsequent meet- 
ings of the school **Ceéin”’ talked about the

Her sister 
says she has placed several prominent Kansas 
officials under her control and then drew 
from them many important statements they 
never would have willingly told her, also that 
she can hypnotize an entire audience and 
force it to agree with her every argument. 

This sufficiently accounts for the success of 
Mrs. Lease and. her control of the Kansas 
lunatjcs who have foliowed in her train 
echoing her frantic utterances. It is a well- 
known fact in the operation of hypnotism 
that those who are hypnotized must be weaker- 
minded than the person who controls them 
by its processes. Judged from this stand- 
point it is not at ail extraordinary that Mrs, 
Lease has this strange power of control over 
the minds of .so many weak-brained and pin- 
headed men in Kansas. A physicaliy.and 
mentally robust person is never in any dan- 
ger from the influence of hypnotism. If in 
no other way he can resist it by sheer strength 
of will. The man who succumbs to. it is de- 
ficient in will power and gray matter. Mrs, 
Lease’s success only goes to show how many 
persons in Kaneas are in this lamentable con- 
dition of wili and brain power. It is pitiable 
this spectacle of audiences of weaklings suc- 
cumbing to heras they hear her scream and 
see her eyes rolling in a fine frenzy as she 
pours forth rant, froth, and fustian, without a 
suggestion of fact, logic, or even probability.

THE MAY FROST WAVE, 

The terrible cold wave which has swept 
over the country in the last three-or four days 
was phenomenal in extent and also for its 
severity ata time when nearly two-thirds of 
the spring season has passed, leaving little 
more than fiye weeks to elapse before we are 
at the summer solstice. It was all the more 
unpleasant to personal feeling and destructive 
to vegetation as it followed close on a term 
which was unusually heated. During the first 
ten days of May the temperature in the lake 
region and the Nortnwest had averaged about 
16° above the normal, as established by the 
average for the same Cates in more than 
twenty years past, and at many points mid- 
summer heat was experienced. The mercury 
rose well towards 90° at Chicago, and passed 
that line at several other places. A great 
number of persons exchanged their winter 
underclothing for lighter wear because of the 
intense heat, and not a few of them are now 
suffering from colds or graver ailménts in 
consequence. Under the same stimulating 
influence vegetation advanced by ieaps. Grain 
and grass shot up rapidly, the trees took on 
more or less of their summer verdure, and 
fruits and vegetables were much nearer the 
ripening stage than usual in the first half of 
May. 

{n the Northwest the succeeding tempera- 
ture fell to below the melting point of ice, and 
in this city and south of it numerous ponds 
were frozen over. For hundreds of miles 
south of our parallel the frost limit seems to 
have been reached in many piaces if not 
generaily. Broadly stated, it may be said 
that the whole of the vast area extending from 
Nebraska to New York and north of a line 
passing east and west through Cairo was 
visited by a temperature of 40° or less, as 
registered by thermometers that hung several 
feet above the ground. For a very large part 
of this area there is reason to fear the frost 
limit was reached on the soil and immediately 
above it, the inevitable result being a disrup- 
tion of the vegetable fiber by the expansion 
of its contained moisture in the act of 
freezing. 

It is too early to measure the extent of the 
damage or even to make an intelligent guess 
at it. Undoubtedly it will be found to mount 
into the millions. It has told most heavily 
on the small fruit and truck farms. Their 
product may be expected to be scarce and high 
in price this year, and the larger fruits also 
have been severely damaged. Much of the 
growing corn is so hopelessly gone that it will 
have to be replanted, but it is not too late for

wheat there is great difference of opinion, 
and room for it. Grain operators in this city 
are unwilling to believe that any very exten- 
sive damage has been done. to the growing 
wheat.

tent of it cannot be known till after the re- 
turn of normally warm weather has given the 
checked vegetation in different places a 
chance to start up again or demonstrated that 
it is dead beyond hope of revival, 
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LOUISIANA PRIZE FIGHTING KNOCKED 
*« OUT, 

There is a movement in some of the South- 
ern States to put up the bars against prize 
fighting. The Florida Legislature has re- 
cently passed a law which will keep the prize 
fighting brutes out of that State, and now 
their knell has sounded in Louisiana, which 
has been one of their favorite stamping 
grounds, by a decision of the Supreme Court 
of that State. 

The case was that of the State vs. the Olym- 
pic ciub, involving the legality of prize fights, 
It was first tried in the civil District Court 
last year and the jury decided in favor of the 
club. ‘The case was appealed to the Supreme 
Court, which affirmed the decision in some 
parts and disapproved in others, remanding 
the case for furti:er hearing. On the second 
trial a strong ruling was made in favor of the 
club. It was appealed a second time 
to the Supreme Court and the 
decision of the lower court was 
reversed. . The New Orleans 7imes-Democrat 
says it was ruled that the training, the chal- 
lenge, the attendance of seconds, of umpires, 
and of surgeons, and the giving of prizes 
made the glove contests as much prize fights 
as if they were fought with naked hands, 
Such exhibitions were pronounced, therefore, 
to be in direct controvention of the statute 
against prize fighting and to be illegal. 

Under this decision there is an end of these 
disgraceful exhibitions and the brutes who 
Wish to pommel each other will avoid Louisi- 
anaas they will Florida. Heretofore they 
have had little or no trouble in securing right 
of exhibition in New Orleans, as the law had 
a proviso to this effect: ‘* Provided this act 
shall not apply to exhibitions and glove con- 
tests between human beings which may take 
place within the rooms of regularly char- 
tered athletic clubs,” The Supreme 
Court rejects this proviso as en- 
tirely irrelevant and thus knocks out prize 
fighting. Nothing now remains in the way of 
the enforcement of the law. If the bruisers 
attempt to violate it they will go to jail and 
pay a heavy fine besides. It isa subject for 
congratulation that the Supreme Court of 
Louisiana has come to the rescue of the 
decent people of the State and removed the 
stigma that has been fastened upon them so 
long. It is to bs hoped that the day is not 
far distant when these brutes, who make a 
business of pommeling each other for money, 
and who carry in their train every form of 
criminaiity and vice in the shape of an un- 
savory gang of loafers and hangers on, will 
be sompelled to earn a subsistence in some 
respectable way. If this cannot be done then 
it is equally to be hoped they will be com- 
pelled to utilize their brute strength in the 
service of the State. 
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THE | “GOLD STANDARD PERIOD. ts 
Tne Milwaukee Sentinel is publishing a 
series of articles giving the pgincipal facts 


- in the history of money in the United States. 


Its fifth article on the subject begins with the 
statement that “ the period from 1834 down 
to 1873 is usually termed the gold standard 
period,’’ and then states as the reason that 
the mint ratio between the money metals 
permitted gold to circulate, but the discrim- 
ination *‘in favor of gold’’ caused the own- 
ers of silver to export it or to sell it for man- 
ufacture into silverware. This is a statement 
that ought not to escape the attention of 
Coin’s Financial Fool. It seems that during 
very nearly the last half of the time he claims 
‘* we had both gold and silver as money walk- 
ing arm in arm in the United States 
mints ’’ (page 18), the country was so exclu- 
sively on, the gold basis that those years 
formed what was usually termed the * gold 
standard period.”’ And that is ** how silver 
was assassinated ’’ by its friends long prior to 
1873. It had disappeared from circulation 
because it was worth more for use in the 
arts than as money, and gold was left alone 
to serve as the standard money of the United 
States. Under those circumstances silver 
producers cared nothing about free coinage, 
as they could make more with their silver 
than by‘sending it to the mint, Perhaps that 
was the reason why in his speech in the 
Senate in the early part of 1871, when the 
bill to drop the silver dollar was under dis- 
cussion, Senator Stewart said: 

I want the standard gold, and no paper monsy 
not redeemable in gold. No paper money the 
vaiue of which is not. ascertained. No paper 
money that will organize a gold board to specn- 
late init. Go!d is the universal standard of the 
world. Everybody knows what adollar in gold is 
worth. 

Was that also the reason why the Sena- 
tors from Nevada, California, and Oregon, all 
mining States, voted to strike out the silver 
dollar, while Senator Sherman voted against 
it? This is one of the points on which Coin’s 
Financial Fool did not find it convenient to 
dwell. He had nothing to say about it to his 
class of financiers, He ané his backers in 
Montana are “a unit” in carefully avoiding 
all mention of the fact. 


CHANGES IN PRICES OF PRODUCE, 

The Louisville Courier-Journal copies the 
leading points in a recent article in Tue 
TRIBUNE giving a comparison of prices of 
farm produce between 1873 and 1885, and 
the present, and makes an additional state. 
ment which is of great value in the discussion 
of comparative prices, It is that a rise of 30 
per cent in the value of corn on the’ farm 
amounts to much more than a decline of 24 
or 25 per cent in the value of wheat. This 
because of the relatively great magnitude of 
the corn crop in the United States. In 1892 
the corn crop was estimated atu total value 
of 692 million dollars, against 322 millions 
for the value of the wheat crop, both in the 
hands of farmers. In 1893 the disproportion 
was still greater. The value of the cora 
crop is about double that of the wheat, so 
that the difference on these two shows a great 
gain to the farmer over the situation in 1873, 
the year in which it is falsely alleged by the 
free silver extremists it took only about half 
as much farm products to pay a debt of 
$1,000 as it does now, But Tue Trisune 
table of comparative prices showed that oats 
and hogs also are higher on the farm than 
they were twenty-two years ago, when the 
silver extremists allege was committed the 
‘terrible crime of demonetizing silver,” and 
this in spite of the undeniable fact that we 
now have sixty times as many silver dollars 
in circulation as can be claimed to have been 
existent as money in 1873. 

Of course no review of prices would be 
comprehensive if it omitted to take into the 
account the great increase in the exchange- 
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the average unit of quantity of preduce buy 
for the farmer fully as much gold agin 1873, 
but each dollar of gold will buy for him far 
more of about all the things he has to pur- 
chase except labor. He can buy bétter agri- 
cultural machinery for half the mosey he had 
to pay a quarter of a century ago, He can 
purchase his clothing, lumber, aails, gro- 
ceries, etc., far more cheaply thaw then, and 
buy the use of money on similarlyfavorable 
terms, having now to pay little more than 
half as much annual interest per $100 bor- 
rowed as he was obliged to pay ! the early 
seventies. Even in wheat the decline in price 
received for it by the farmer is sot so great 
as that in the things he purchags with the 
money received for the wheat. The decline 
in the big cities of this country ana Great 
Britain, tar away from the farm in the West- 
ern States, is in very large part made up of 
enormous reductions in the costef transpor- 
tation, which inure to the beneff of the con- 
sumer without any injury to the producer. 
The latter really is much benefited by those 
reductions, as they augment the ability of 
consumers to buy his products Hence that 
decline does not furnish the ghést of a reason 
for demanding a change in the currency unit 
in the supposed interest of the farmer, be- 
sides which the change would do him far 
more harm than good. 

The figures of prices pulished by Tue 
TRiscne in its issue of April 24 effectuaily 
upset the position that thedeclinein farm 
products since 1873 or 1885, has been solely, 
chiefly, or in any degree, due to the alleged 
‘*demonetization of silver.’"’ The utter ab- 
surdity of the claim further jis shown by the 
fact that the country never contained so much 
silver money as now, and that every silver 
dollar is full legal tender it the purchase of 
commodities and the payment of debts. Nor 
does anybody propose to abelish the present 
liberal use of silver money, as falsely claimed 
by the free silver extremists, who in making 
that and other allegations show that lying at 
wholesale is a part of theif deliberately ar- 
ranged plun for ruining the whole people to 
benefit a handful of silver mine owners. 
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It seems that a majoriiy of the Aldermen 
are either in favor of encowaging mob violence 
in street car &trikes or too cowardly to go on rec- 
ord as opposed to it.

HIS FIDDLE TALKED. 


PROVING THAT HE HAD A RIGHT TO 
OARRY THE INSTRUMENT. 


A Colored Paganini Charms a Court-Room 
Full of People in LouisvilleeAlmost 
Convinced by the Sweet Old Strains of 
“The Arkansaw Traveler,” and “ Dixie” 
Removed All Lingering Doubts—How 
to Manage a Man=Costly Empire Fans 
~ Mrs. Patrick Campbell. 

Louisville Courier-Journal: Several nights 
ago as Patrolman Charles Rommel was pa- 
trolling his beat he discovered an old darky 
walking down the street with a violin under 
his arm. When he had gotten even with 


‘him he stopped him and began questioning 


him. The policeman was not satisfied with 
the negro’s account of where he had gotten 
the instrument and he placed him under 
arrest. The negro went on without a word, 
end at the station gave his name as James 
MeCloskey. 

The next day he was presented before 
Judge Smith. The policeman told the Judge 
how he had seen the negro on the street with 
the instrument, and he said that he did not 
believe it belonged to him. It was a fine 
violin, he said, and a negro that had no 
more money than this negro seemed to have 
could not afford to buy such a fine instru- 
ment. The patrolman finally asked the 
Judge to give him two days to-look for the 
owner of the violin, saying that he believed 
in that time he could be able to locate iis 
owner. The’ time was granted him and the 
negro was held over. 

Yesterday he was again presented before 
the court. Those against him tried to make 
eut a felony case, as they said that the vio- 
lin was worth considerably over $20. The 
violin was worth $40, or perhaps $50. Dur- 
ing the course of the trial the policeman 
told the Judge that the negro had admitted 
to him that he could not play on the instru- 
ment, and that was one reason why he made 
the arrest, as he knew that a man would not 


‘pay a large sum fora thing he could not use. 


Up to this time the prisoner had remained 
silent. He had sat with downcast eyes and 
did not seem to hear what was going on. 


When he heard this he suddenly looked upe 


and said: 

‘‘ He’s mistaken, 00’ Honor. I didn’t say 
that I couldn’t play on the violin.” 

The Judge remained silent for a moment, 
and then asked that the instrument be hand- 
ed the negro. A light came in the darky’s 
face as he took the instrument into his 
hands. He looked it over carefully and then 
fondled it under his arm. He then took it 
from under his arm and began to tune it. 
He had scarcely struck the first note when 
the crowd in the court-room began to stir 
and move up closer to the prisoner’s dock. 
In a few moments the instrument was tuned, 
and in the sweetest strains the “‘ Arkansas 
Traveler '’ echoed and reéchoed through the 
court-room, The crowd began to pat their 
feet in time with the music and the Judge 
had*to order the negro to stop playing. 
While the prisoner was playing his hand 
trembled and his eyes shown with an unusu- 
al brightness. It was with reluctance that 
he stopped playing and the crowd looked dis- 
appointed. 

The negro sat still a moment, but he could 
stand it no longer. Again he placed the vio- 
lin to his shoulder and began playing “‘ I’se 
Gwine Back to Dixie.’’ The crowd in the 
court-room could contain themselves no 
longer, and it was with difficulty that order 
was restored. Again the negro was stopped 
from playing. The Judge looked at the 
F’rosecuting Attorney and then at the ar- 
resting officer. 

**Do you say that this man cannot play?’ 
he said. The arguing of the case was fin- 
ished and the negro was dismissed. 


Americanisins, Good Old English. 

My own experience is that most so-called 
Americanisms, and, indeed, Irishisms also, 
are in reality archaisms of the English lan- 
guage, which have a habit of surviving 
where one would least expect to find them. 
Many persons will tell you that the phrase 
**to let slide’’ is an Americanism, but stu- 
dents of English literature will call to mind 
the following stanza from Chaucer's 
** Clerkes Tale "’: 

‘**T blame him not that he considered nought 

In time coming what might him betide, 
But on his lust present was all his thought, 

And for to hauke and hunt on every side; 

Well neigh all other cures let he slide, 
And eke he n’old (and that was worst of all) 
Wedden no wif for ought that might befall.”’ 

Several other illustrations of so-called 
Americanisms which occur in Chaucer may 
be given. As, for example, *“‘I guess!’’ 
which is frequently to be met with: 

“With him ther was his sone, a younge 
squier, 
A lover and a lusty bacheler. 
With lockes crull as they were laide in 
presse. 
Of twenty year of age he was I guesse.”’ 
(Prologue, Canterbury Tales.) 

‘“ Right ’’ is often used by Chaucer as the 
modern American uses it in the phrase 
* Right Away ”’: 

Ka ane " were it so that she right now were 
ede.,”’ 
(The Tale of Melibeus.) 

Many quaint words are commonly used in 
Amerpica, as “‘ pitcher ”’ for “‘jug,’’ “freshet”’ 
for 7 brook,’ “‘fall’’ for ‘‘ autumn.” “‘Home- 
ly’ is invariably used to express the ab- 
sence of beauty, as ‘‘ a homely girl’’ for ‘‘a 
plain girl.’” An example of such usage may 
be found in Shakspeare: 

‘* Upon a homely object love can wink.”’ 

(Two Gentlemen of Verona, ii., 4.) 
—The Academy. 


Costly Empire Fans. 

The empire fan still holds its sway. It is 
too small to be of much use; but that fact 
seems of little importance. 

“A year or two ago we sold fans of this size 
exclusively for children,’’ said a salesman 
in one of the big shops, ‘‘ but now women 
turn away from the bigger fans and demand 
these little things.”’ 

The empire fans are very pretty with their 
cobweb insertions, spangles, pictures, wisps 
of lace, and inlaid sticks of pearl and tor- 
toise shell. One superb specimen that would 
make a gift for a Queen is made entirely of 
rare white Venetian point lace. The sticks 
are of mother of pearl, reflecting every tint 
of the sun’s rays. The pattern of the point 
lace is reproduced in filigree work on the 
lower part of the fan, and a diamond rivets 


- the costly sticks together. The price of this 


fan is $1,000. Other beautiful fans are of 
silk gauze, hand painted, and having sticks 
of shell or pearl overlaid with gold and silver 
or fretted with mosaic work. These come at 
prices ranging from $150 up to $300. The 
pictures on such fans are signed by Hough- 
ton, Vannier, Ravaux, and other artists who 
have become famous as fan painters. The 
heavier gauze on which the scene is nted 
blends imperceptibly with the lace founda- 
tion, so that the effect is singularly light and 
graceful. 

A unique black lace fan with sticks of am- 
ber has a bit of wildwood scenery painted on 
it, the colors being as soft and-harmonious 
as the tinting of nature. Other black fans 
have scenes of peasant life from French vil- 
lages and phases of court life during the 
First Empire are also depicted. Ladies in 
ball costume, gentlemen in fine raiment, lov- 
ers in picturesque attitudes, and Napoleon 
and Josephine at various stages of their ca- 
reer are repeated in infinite variety. Fans 
like these are objects of art.—New York Sun.

} BOMBS FOR TOM REED 


PORTLAND, M&., POLICEMAN MAKES 
A STARTLING DISOOVERY. 


Glass Tubes Filled with What Is Thought 
to Be Nitro-Glycerine Found in the 
Street Addressed to the Well-Known 
Republican and to the gtayor of the 
City=Mysterious Cipher Accompanies 
the Bulbs—Some People Affect to HBe- 
lieve it a Practical Joke. 


Portiand, Me., May 14.—[{Special.}]—The 
l’ortiand police are pugzled over a find which 
Policeman McCormick made on High street 
this morning. In an envelope which at- 
tracted his attention he found a wad of cot- 
ton-batting and rolled nicely in the cotton 
four glass bulbs containing a yellow fluid. 
With the bulbs were found a screed written 
in mysterious characters, some of which re- 
sembled the signs of the Zodiac. At the end 
of the screed were the words “‘M. Baxter” 
and “M. Reed,” each followed by dates 
which seemed to be written in French, as 
the abbreviation ‘fev’ is, quite plain. The 
whole is signed by a name which resembles 
“‘Morrise L. Morsrow.” The ‘‘M. Baxter” is 
supposed to mean Monsieur Baxter and to 
refer to James P. Baxter, Mayor of Port- 
land, The ‘“M, Reed” is supposed to refer to 
Thomas B. Reed. 

The little bulbs are made of glass about a 
quarter of an inch in diameter. In shape 
they are such as would be obtained by break- 
ing off the bulb of a thermometer, leaving 
about two inches of the stem attached. The 
umount of liquid in the largest is about a 
thimbleful. The bulbs are sealed, evidently 
by some one familiar with the use of a glass 
tube and alcohol lamp. 

Chemists in this city say the fluid resem- 
bles nitro glycerine, but so far no test, has 
been tried. it is thought tomerrow one of 
the bulbs may be broken to see if the fluid 
explodes under concussion. At present the 
police are handling the bulbs cautiously. 
Kxperts in the use of nitro glycerine say if 
the fluid is really that explosive one of the 
bulbs throwh to the sidewalk and exploded 
at @ man’s feet would probably kill him. 
The appearance of the bulb has led to the 
suspicion some anarchistic cranks might 
have had some plan for harming Mr. Reed 
and Mayor Baxter. Mr. Reed is out of town 
and has been for several days. Mayor Bax- 
ter, who is here, is inclined to a serious view 
of the matter. The police do not know 
whether to regard the matter as a practical 
joke or not. A glass blower has been in 
town for several days, but an investigation 
made this evening shows he did not, so far 
as those employing him know, make any 
trinkets with fluid in them. His creations 
were much more fragile than the bulbs. 
Any one, however, tolerably familiar with 
the melting of glass in an alcohol flame 
might have made the bulbs. 

There seems to be little doubt the screed 
is written in cypher. At first sight its char- 
acters somewhat resemble Greek, but all the 
linguists in Portland have failed to finda 
clew to it. Near the signature is a curious 
sign consisting of an ellipse standing with 
its longest diameter vertical. Within the 
ellipse are three figures. A circle with six 
rays which might represent the sun; a tri- 
angle resting upon its base; and a figure like 
a letter U or an inverted derby hat. The 
three symbols are placed from top to bot- 
tom within the ellipse in the order named. 
This figure seems to be the seal of the An- 
archist, or the principal joker who wrote 
the screed. 

The general idea in Portland seers to be 
the whole affair is a joke; but the glass 
bulbs are regarded with proper reverencé by 


all who inspect them. The place where the | 


envelope was found was near the junction 
of Deering and High streets. On Deering 
street are the residences of both Mr. Reed 
and Mayor Baxter. They area considerable 
distance from High street, however.

Now, there can be no doubt of the authority of 
the Commissioner to grant this permit; and be- 
fore it runs out I mean to apply to the Council 
for a change in the charter of the companies 
legalizing the cars permanently. In the mean- 
while I called upon the Mayor this afternoon to 
ask him to veto Coughlin’s order if necessary. 
But he said with a laugh and he did not know 
such an order passed the Council; that it was a 
good joke; and that, of course, it could not in- 
validate Commissioner Kent's permit, I think 
he would veto it if there was any use in it. but it 
is not worth it. 

Coughlin’s preamble sets out that the new car 
service is intended to reduce the pay of the con- 
ductors and drivers, and to throw around the 
companies the protection of the United States 
GovVernmentin time of strikes.

Thechildren, 
Ruth and John, are 14 ana 12 years of age re- 
spectively, and have lived in the colony a num- 
ber of years, A strong legal fight was made by 
Attorneys Luther Laflin Milis and Sydney Gor- 
ham, representing Mrs. Whiting, and Attorney 
Palmer, for Mrs. Lingle. Judge Kohl- 
saat said from the evidence there was 
nothing to warrant the taking of the childran 
from their mother. While he might not agree 
with the religious beliefs of the colony and 


_might have his own opinion about them, 


there was nothing to show that anything im- 
moral had taken place or any occurrence 
happened to dwarf the minds of the children. 
Anything short of this he could not consider, 
and he was obliged to travel on the prepor- 
derance of testimony. Judge Kohlisaat added 
that in these cases the responsibility on the 
court was great. The court suggested that 
perhaps it would be better if the children 
were allowed a higher education, but left that 
with Mrs. Whiting to arrange. He averred

The chiidren, John and Ruth Whiting, Mr. 
Hodenpy! said, were perfect illustrations of 
the care and love of their mother, and their 


‘education was far beyond many children of 
*" more mature age. 


Daniel K. Pearsons and his wife visited Je- 
rusalem iu 1890. They staid there ten days. 
During that time he said that he paid particu- 
lar attention to and made inquiries about the 
American colony, as he was desirous of know- 

its exact status. He said that he went to 
visit Selah Merrill, the then Consul, but that 
individual was evidently prejudiced, although 
the only thing the iatter urged against them 
was that they did not believe in the divinity 
of Christ. In all his extensive inquiries Mr. 
Pearsons said that only two people spoke in 
any wise critica! of the colony, one being 
Merrill and the other an Englishman at, the 


, hotel, who afterwards admitted to the witness 


thatthe did not know anything about the 
home life of the colony. 

Mrs. Anna Spafford denied that she was the 
leader of the colony. She said she was nota 
prophet, except to the extent that she told t 
other members what she believed God had re- 
vealed to her. Mrs. Spafford said the cause 
of Annie Aiken leaving the colony was a love 
affair. 

Miss Bertha Spafford told of the education 
she had received in the colony. She is 17 
years of age and can speak German, Arabic, 
and French. The two Whiting children made 
interesting witnesses. Both of them declared 
that they were happy in the colony and would 


_ be unhappy anywhere else. 


There were several other witnesses for the 
colonists. 


- COWIE AND THE CELKESTIALS GUILTY. 


They Are Convicted on the First Count in 
the Conspiracy Indictment. 
Frederick G. Cowie, Ah Lee, and Chin Fin 
were convicted of conspiracy to secure the 
indictment of Ah Hong and Hong Sling by a 
jury in Judge Burke’s court yesterday aft- 
erno This- was the first count in the in- 
dictment and is a misdemeanor. Under the 
conviction the court will fix the punishment. 
This can be one year in the county jail ora 
fine of $500, or both. The imprisonment 
and fine mentioned are the limit. The Judge 
in his discretion can fix the sentence both as 
to fine and imprisonment at a lesser amount 
and a shorter term of service.

During the trial Cowie acted as his own at- 
torney. Chin Fin and’Ah Lee were repre- 
setited “by counsel. Edward E. Gray ap- 
peared for Hong Sling and Ah Hong. The 
charges against the men were cospiracy to 
obtain an indictment against Ah Hong and 
Hong Sling, two Chinese merchants, charg- 
ing them with committing arson by burning 
their store in State street, and also of at- 
tempting to extort money fram the accused 
merchants not to appear against them. 
Hong Sling and Ah Hong were acquitted 
when brought to trial before Judge Tuley 
and their prosecutors were arrested. Cowie 
at the time posed as a fire inspector in the 
interest of fire insurance companies.

WAREHOUSEMEN ARE AHEAD OF THE 
BOARD OF TRADE MEN. 


Senator Leeper’s Bill, Prohibiting Elevator q 


Men Dealing in Grain, Is Finally 
Amended to Make Their Dealing in 
Grain Legal, and Passed by the Senate 
-Board of Trade Discusses the Matter 
and Memorializes the House at Spring- 
field in Opposition to the Measure, 


Members of the Directory of the Board of 
Trade have been persistently fighting the ware- 
housemen for months. The point at issue has 
been the right of public elevator proprietors to 
deal in grain handled through their houses. 
The warehousemen claim to have the right to 
deal in grain, while the receivers and shippers 
insist that it is at least against public policy 
for the elevator men, while actingas public 
custodians of grain, to buy and sell the grain 
stored in their houses. The anti-elevator peo- 
ple after some difliculty secured an opinion 
from Chairman Cantrell of the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commission sustaining their posi- 
tion and backed this up later with an opinion 
from Attorney-General Moloney. During the 
recent hearing of the cases against the ele- 
vator people for revocation of licenses the ef- 
forts of the prosecution were mainly directed 
to show that the public warehousemen had 
been buyers and sellers of grain on a whole- 
sale scale, 

Meanwhile the Committee on Legislation 
of the Board of Trade has been watching 
Springfield. This committee, of which W. H. 
Beebe is Chairman and H. -F. Dousman, E, 
B. Baldwin, James Hayde, F. G. Logan, and 
F. B. Schmidt, members, presented a report 
on tne proposed legislation at the directors’ 
meeting yesterday. 

Senator Leeper of Cass County introduced 
Feb. 8 Senate Bill No.160, which contained, 
among other provisions, the following: 

No warehouseman of class A shali, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, deal in or handle in or 
through said warehouse any grain for himself or 
for any one acting for him. 

It is said no member of the Board of Trade 


-had anything to do with the introduction of 


the bill, but it represented the desires of a 
majority of the board members. In due 
time this bill was reported back by the Judi- 
ciary committee and its passage recom mend- 
ed. April 26 the bill was calied up and read 
a second time, amended, and made a special 
order for Tuesday, April 30, when it was 


passed. 

As amended it reads us follows: 

Nothing herein contained shall be construed to 
prohibit the proprietor, lessee, or manager of a 
public warehouse of Class A from storing in any 
such warehouse owned, leased, or.managed by 
him, grain of his own, and handling the same 
therein, nor from purchasing warehouse receipts 
representing grain stored in such warehouse; but 
if any such proprietor, lessee, or manager storing 
grain of bis own in such warehouse shall, either 
in receiving grain or handling the same, in any 
manner discriminate in favor of himself as 
against any other owner of grain stored in such 
warehouse, he shall be subject to double the 
penalties named in this act relating to discrim- 
inations. 

The elevator men allege that the section re- 
lating to penalties ought to satisfy the public 
as to their inteations regarding the careful 
and honest handling of grain, and assert tne 
farmers of the State will favor legalizing 
the trading in grain by the elevator men as 
tending to give a competing and broad mar- 
ket for products. ‘ 

What the Law Will Do, 


Of the proposed law the report of the 
Board’s Committee on Legislation says: 

It is not to be believed the Legislature of this 
State will, deliberately and knowing:y, turn ovar 
to the haif dozen elevator prdprietors of Chicago 
the grain business of this city and the West: yet 
this is precisely what the result will be if this bill 
becomes a law, and that this is what was intend- 
ed a little recent history will show. May 3, three 
days after this bill passed the Senate, the Lilinois 
Central railroad issued a notice to its agents 
that there was ample room in its elevators in 
Chicago for all the grain coming here, and for- 
bidding them to receive grain for shipment and 
consigned anywhere eise in Chicago except to 
their regular elevators. If the Iliinois Ceutral 
road, in connection with the lessees of its ele- 
vators, can put this curb and limit on the grain 
tributary to ite line every railroad bere can do 
the same. 

Shouid this bill become a law, it legally gives 
in the first storage charge all the elevator pro- 

yrietors of Chicago three-quarters of a cent a 

ushel advantage over every other member of 
our board, and over ay grain dealer in the 
region tributary to this market, and with tbis 
margin ail this business can be controlled. Add 
to this the constant opportunity to make apn- 
other profit by the selection of the better quali- 
ties of the grades of grain fur themselves, and 
stif a third one by tampering with the In- 
spection Department, and temptations are 
placed in the way of elevator proprietors to 
which no public custodian should be legally ex- 
posed, 

Memorial from the Board of Trade. 


The Board of Directors of the Board of 
Trade discussed tne bill at length yesterday 
afternoon and decided to embody their views 
in a memoria! addressed to the House of Rep- 
resentatives. Thisdocument was placed in 
the mails late yesterday. It goes on tosay that 
the proprietors and managers of warehouses 
of class A, as defined and licensed by the laws 
of the Stute of Iliinois, and situated in Chica- 
go, have gradually, during the last tive years, 
become regular dealers in the grain they 
store, and by reason of the advauatages en- 
joyed by them in such dual capacity ot grain 
dealers and warehousemen have tended to 
take .away business from the average 
grain receiver and shipper. This state of 
affairs has produced widespread dissatisfac- 
tion among the members of the board, who 
felt they were losing their business by unfair 
competition. Asa result of this dissatisfac- 
tion, a spevial committee was appointed by 
the board, which, atter a long and exhaustive 
investigation in the spring of 1894, made a 
report. The fact that public custodians, li- 
censed and controlied by the State, handling 
and storing the property of hundreds of in- 
dividuals, and running together and mixing 
the same regardiess of ownership, should 
themselves be regular and the principal deal- 
ers in this very property of which they are 
custodian, is, to say the least, anomalous, in 
the judgment of that committee. The rail- 
road and warehouse law does not prohibit it 
directly, but che spirit of this iaw is fairly 
against the practice. 

Continuing the memorial says: 

We are of opinion an amendment to the law 
strictly prohibiting the proprietors of ware- 
houses of Ciass Afrom being either directly or 
indirectly engaged in the grain business would 
be in the direction of sound public. policy and 
good business morais. Wo sieve a great ma- 
bed ofthe members of the Chicago Board of 

rade heartily indorse this, and that among the 
farmers and grain merchants of the State and 
the business community generally whoso atten- 
tion has been called to it, this indorsement is 
practically unanimous. 

Senate bill No. 160, as introduced by @r. 
Leeper Feb. 8 last, proposed to amend this ware- 
house law in the manner suggested by the board’s 
committee. Now the Senate biil No. 160, as 
passed April 30 and now pending in che House, 
proposes to legaliz>3 the very thing the bill, as 
originally introduced, proposed to specifically 
and unqualifiediy prohibit. 

In the opinion of the directors of the Chicago 
Board of Trade the enactment into law of Senate 
bill No. 160, as now pending in the House, would 
result in giving to the proprietors, iessees, and 
managers ot warehouses of Class A, or. in other 
words, the elevator proprietors of Chicago, an 
actual monopoly of the grain trade of this city. 
In addition to this should these men be author- 
ized to deal regularly in grain they will Lave the 
constant temptation to make a further profit by 
the selection of tue better qualities of the differ- 
ent grades of grain for themselves and still a 
third one by tampering with the Inspection De- 
partment. 

For these reasons the directors of the Chicago 
Board of Trade most earnestly protest against 
the passage of Senate bill No. 160, as now pend- 
ing in the House, and would respectfully urge 
that the bili be passed as originaily introduced. 
The reason for the amendment asked to the bill 
as originally introduced is that the proposed 
penalty weakens the warehouse law, since, as it 
now stands on the statute books, it contains 
needful penalties for its infraction.

The County Board Putiic Service committee 
yesterday deiayod for thirty days action upon the 
resolution of Con.missioner Burmeister, intro- 
duced at the County Board meeting Monday, in- 
structing the county architect to prepare plans 
for the placing of three additional stories upon 
tne Court-House.

Hill), 3 to 1; Lester (Sheerin), 11 to 10; 
Sir Play (J. Hill), 7 to 2; Pop gray (Chorn), 
even; and Willie L. (Chorn), 3tol. Al- 
though three favorites won, the sixteen books 
were not losers, as in two of the races the 
second choices were played as generously as 
were the favorites.

ROBY TO RACE AGAIN. 


JUDGE GYPLLETTE DISSOLVES THE 
_ INJUNOTION, 


He Chooses to Let Section Two of the Fa- 
mous Law Be Construed by the Su- 
preme Court and Kefuses to Inpose 
Harntships on the Racing People Mean- 
while, as the Complainants Have Given 
No Bonds Penal Action Necessary to 
Stop Peol-Selling. " 

Crown Point, Ind., May 14.—{Special.]-- 

Judge Gillette today dissolved the injunc- 

tion against the Roby Breeders’ Associa- 

tion, and racing can be resumed on the In- 


| diana track at the pleasure of the lessees. 


Judge Gillette practically said the famous 
anti-winter racing bill which became a law 
at. the last session of the General Assembly 
is not worth the paper it is written on, espe- 
cially so far as Sec. 2 is concérned. 

Sec. 2 of thé act under which the injunc- 
tion was granted provides that it shali be un- 
lawful for persons or corporations to hold 
race meetings oftener than three times a 
year for a period of fifteen days, and that 
thirty days shall intervene between each 
meeting, and that there shal! be no racing 
hetween Nov. tihand April 1 of any year. 

The court said in part: 

“ But all this leads to the proposition that 
no lawyer or Judge can declare of a surety 
the proper construction of the. section in 
question untih,a court of last resort con- 
strues it, and*tven then it owes its correct 
construction pot to the superior erudition 
of the members of that court but to the fact 
that that court possesses the power to de- 
clare the law. and its act is beyond the au- 
thority of any other officer or tribunal to re- 
view. 

“ The business of racing horses is a lawful 
one and is recognized as such by the statute 
in Question, except at prohibited times. The 
consequences of any error in judgment on 
the part. of the court would be very grievous 
to the defendants, since the act does not re- 
quire the relator togivea bond, and he is not 
even made responsible for the costs. «The 
statute provides an extraordinary remedy, 
and while it may be upheld as prohibiting 
only that whieh is penal, yet in view of the 
utter laek of provision tn any direction for 
compensation for the financial loss entailed 
upon. the defendants in case of error, the 
court ought net to inflict this loss upon an 
uncertainty. For a court to in effect lock 
the doors of this race track for thirty days. 
while confessing, after hearing full argu- 
ment, ta an uncertainty as to whether the 
law warranted such an act, would be to 
adopt a course which cannot be justified. 

“ The fact that pools are sold there does 
not militate inst this proposition, for a 
Judge has not’the despotic power to punish 
even a penal act in a manner the law does 
not authorize. Justice niust be used as 4 
right means to attain its ends, and its énds 
when attained must be such as the law 
allows and approves. The business of horse 
racing may be pursued with pool-selling, but ° 
whether it is or not I cannot enjoin pool- 
selling at the suit of the State, because ihat 
only is punished criminally. So far as the 
court Knows judicially large profits may re- 
sult to the defendants from the legitimate 
business of racing, and those prolits ought 
not to be denied because of an apprehended 
violation of the law in another direction. 

“In view of the failure of the State to 
make manifest its right, I do not feel at lib- 
erty to close the business of defendants and 
leave them remediless in case oferror. The 
State may appeal from the interlécutory 
order of the court and by procuring an ad- 
vancement of the cause secure a decision 
within a short space of time and if success- 
ful it may then invoke the power of the Cir- 
cuit Court to enforce the statute. Until 
then I must decline to enforce Sec. 2 of the 
act as against different asseciations by an 
injunction.” 


The Roby Breeders’ Association can re- 
sume at any time the fifteen days’ meeting 
which was interrupted by the injunction 
proceedings. At the conclusion of this meet- 
ing another association will carry on an- 
other meeting unless the State meanwhile 
appeals from Judge Gillette's decision to the 
_ Supreme Court and obtains a different re- 
sult. . 

There was a report.that racing would be 
resumed at Roby tomorrow, but officers of 
the association said last night that the gates 
would not be reopened before Saturday.
